HOW FRAUD WAS WORKED 


Four Pounds of Metal Concealed 
in Preservers Which the 
Law Requires to 
‘Weigh Six. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—{Special.]—The 


officers of the Nonpareil cork works of 
Camden, N. J., were arrested today for sell- 
ing life preservers made of four pounds of 
iron and two pounds of cork, whereas under 
United States laws each life preserver should 
be made of six pounds of cork. 

The men arrested are J. H. Stone, H. C. 
Quintard, Charles W. Russ, and James Russ. 
They were indicted on the charge of “ con- 
spiring to defraud the government and 
prejudice the administration of the steam- 
boat inspection laws” by putting upon the 
market compressed cork blocks for use in 
making life preservers, each of which blocks 
contained in its center a piece of bar iron 
about six inches long’ and weighing eight 
ounces, . The iron bar was inserted and con- 
cealed in the block for the purpose of increas- 
ing the weight to the legal requirement of 
six pounds of good cork ior each life pre- 


server, 
Causes a Sensation. 
The arrest of the men caused a sensation, 


- not because of their prominence, but because 
of the seriousness of the charge made against | 


them. It seemed inconceivable that repu- 
table business men would deliberately put 
four pounds of iren into a belt intended to 
prevent its wearer from drowning—especially 
when the belt itself weighed only six pounds. 

Since the Slocum disaster a few months ago, 
which revealed life preservers of granulated 
cork stuffed into rotten canvas that could 
be torn into ribbons with the thumb nall, 


nearly every passenger steamship and excur- 


sion boat along the coast has been ee 


with new life preservers. 


Entire Output Confiscated. 
The first thought of the officials of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor was to as- 


certain whether any of these steamers had | 


been supplied with the “iron life beits.”’ 
Their’ prompt investigation, however, leads 


to the belief that the entire output of “fron | 


preservers ”’ has been seized by the govern- 
ment. 

Inspectors boarded twenty-five steamers 
and tested every life preserver with an awl. 
Not one ofthe iron-weighted belts was found. 


-How Fraud Was Discovered. 


Eafly in August, David Kahnweiler’s Sons, 


manufacturers of life preservers at 437 
Pearl street, New York City, ordered from 
the Nonpareil Cork works at Camden, N. J., 


blocks of compressed cork for 1,700 life pre- 


servers. 

Eight of these blocks are used in each pre- 
server, and the United States law requires 
that the eight blocks shall contain six pounds 
of cork. 

When the cork ‘bideke: were delivered 
Lewis Kahnweiler, a member of the firm, 
who is an expert in the handling of bare 
cork, suspected that they were underweight. 


Putting them on the scales, he discovered 
| that eight of the blocks, which according to 


legal requirements should weigh six pounds, 
weighed only five and one-half pounds. 
Kahnweller’s: Sons thereupon wrote the 


Nonpareil Cork works, calling its officers’ 


attention to the underweight of the cork 
blocks and inquiring whether the blocks 
could not be made of serviceable weight. 

The Nonpareil company replied that it 
would adjust the matter by supplying some 
extra heavy blocks, one of which could be 
used in each life preserver, thus increasing 
its weight to the legal requirements. 


Accident Reveals Fraud. 
In due time the blocks arrived. They were 


.80 heavy as to arouse instant suspicion. 


Lewis Kahnweiler, while examining one of 
them, broke it by accident, and found im- 
bedded jin its center an iron bar six inches 
long), one inch wide, 
thick, weighing eight ounces. 

The Kahnweilers again wrote the officers 
of the Nonpareil cork works, demanding to 
know what they meant by putting iron In 
thé cork blocks. 


According to the indictment a letter was |- 
‘received in reply suggesting that the Kahn- 


weilers were foolish to make.s0 much trou- 
ble about a small affair of that kind. 
Further examination of; the “ extra heavy 
blocks "’ disclosed the fact that each of them 
contained an fron bar similar to that which 
was found in the first one. In all 261 of the 
extra heavy blocks were received. by Kahn- 
Convinced that some action 
ought to be taken in the matter, Kahnweller’s 
Sons communicated with Robert 8.’ Rodie, 
supervising inspector of the steamboat in- 
spection service for the district of New 


“york, and laid before him all the facts, and 


the inspector reported the facts to Acting 
Secretary of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor Lawrence O. Murray. 


Investigation Reveals the Same. 
Attorney General Moody at once ordered an 
investigation, placed the case in charge of 
Oliver E. Pagin, an assistant attorney gen- 
eral of the United States, who went directly 
to New York, where he was assisted by secret 
service operative Brzezinski. Pagin and 
Brzezinski discovered the workman who had 


placed the iron bars in the cork blocks and 


learned from him the details of the manufac- 
ture of the extra heavy blocks. The work- 
man, according to the indictment, told Brze- 
zinski that he could make a nguch better 
block—that is, one less likely to have its 


fraudulent character discovered—by insert- 


ing two bars of iron ina block, one at each 


end, 
Having developed all the facts, Mr. Pagin 


presented the case to the federal grand jury 


at Trenton. The grand jury returned a true 
bill, bench warrants were issued, and the ar- 
rests were made today at Camden. Each of 
the accused furnished bail in the sum of 
$5,000. 

Refuses to Discuss Arrest. 


H. C. Quintard, manager of the company, 


said tonight that he was not willing to dis- 
cuss the case at this time. 


“Have you amy idea how the iron bars. 


could be found as charged by the government 
in the cork made by your company?” 

“J have nothing to say except that I am 
not worrying. I am not the owner of the 
works, and they might as well have arrested 
a child in the streets as me. I do not care 
to say who are the men behind the company,’’ [|

[B¥ CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) — 
ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 2, 2:30 a. m= 
Gen. Sakharoff, chief of staff to Gen. Kouro- 
patkin, reports’ that the entire Japanese. 
flanking movement east of Bentsiaputze has 
received a serious check. He states that the 
Cossack brigades have stopped the Japanese 
advance toward Yangsingtung and Feng~ 
taipu. 

West of Mukden and twenty-six miles 
down the Huu river the Japanese have been 
temporarily driven out from Tschantan and 
seventeen supply boats have been burned... 
This shows that the Japanese are using the 
river to bring up supplies and that their op- 
erations are being opposed, they not having 
‘succeeded in approaching nearer than 
Tschantan along the line of the Hun river. 

Details of this raid are supplied in a dis- 
patch received during the night from Muk-

“A detachment of cavalry has returned.

Buried with Frank Parmelee. 


GIFT FROM HIS 
Through Life He Carried the Talisman 
and Its Accompanying Precept. 


A spool of thread and a needle which dur- 
ing nearly seventy years had been a potent 
factor in the life of Frank Parmelee, founder 
of the transportation company that bears his 
name, ended their usefulness at 20 lock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

At that time Mr. Parmelee—ss years old— 
died at his apartments in the Palmer house. 
In a pocket of the coat he ‘had last worn, 

‘carefully wrapped, reposed the thread and 
needle. He had carried them so through- 
out a long career of successful activity. 

He often declared they had made him suc- 
cessful, and his children believe it. ‘When 
the funeral of their father is held next Tues- 


| day, with masonic rites, they will see to it 


that the thread and needle are buried with 
him. | 
Life of Ceaseless Endeavor. 
Mr. Parmelee’s career ‘was one of almost 
ceaseless endeavor, marked by continuity of 


of old age yesterday his sole ambition had 
been to make a success of th¢gransportation 
business. 

He started ia” a small Way—as office boy 
in a stage coach office, with no so-called ad- 


| vantages, and there was nothing to indl- 
cate that he would die leaving a fortune, 


but even then Parmelee had “ capital,’’ for 
so he called the thread and needle. 

That's the secret of my success,’’ he told 
each of his four children, when they were 
old enough to understand the moral. ‘It 
has made me take a pride in myself and in 
appearing to advantage befor@ others. 
That's what you must do. Then you will 
be successful.” 

Mr. Parmelee never wearied of telling the 
‘story of “‘ needle and thread capital.” 
One of his sons retold it yesterday. It is 
like this: 

Starts Out Alone asa Boy. 

Seventy-six years ago! when Parmelee was 
12 years old and living with his parents .at 
Byron, N. Y., he decided toleave home. The 
family was poor and the boy considered him- 
self old enough to make his own livelihood. 
His parents granted their consent reluctant- 
ly, and the son arranged for a “‘job” ina 
stage coach office at Erie, Pa. . 

The day .of his departure his mother bade 
him good-by.{n this fashion: 

“ Franklin, I wish your father was able | 
to give you a little money to start on, but 
you know he hasn’t got it. Now then, 
Franklin, your mother, who thinks a good 
deal more of you than you ever imagined, 
is going to give you a bit of advice and some- 
thing else with it, and she wants you to 
treasure both of them. 


“Take Pride in Yourself.” 

“ Above all things I want you to take a 
great deal of pride in yourself and just make 
up your mind that you are going to be suc- 
cessful. And you must always keep neat 
and clean and keep your clothes in good re- 
pair and don’t let the buttons come off or 
else you won't respect yourself. Now then, 
I'm going to give you a reminder.” 

The mother held out her hand and young 
Parmelee reached for the “reminder.” It 
was a spool of black thread with a needle 
stuck through it crosswise.

purpose. From the time he was a green’ 
country boy in New York state until he died

Twelve years elapsed and 
Parmelee was clerk on the steamboat Erie, 
transporting passengers and freight to Chi- 


cago. And still he kept the néedle and thread. | 


In 1851 Parmelee concluded he had saved 
enough money to start in business for him- 
self, and he gave up his place on the boat to 
settle in Chicago permanently. He interested 
a number of well to do citizens, including 
Davis Gage, in a plan to secure a franchise 
for operating street cars in State street.

LABOR IN SHIP PLOT? 


New Effort to 
Wreck the Connecticut. 


PLATES 


Entire Bottom Might Have Been Ripped 
from Vessel. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—The 


plot to scuttle the battleship Connecticut as 


it was launched in the New York navy yard 
last Thursday was planned with surprising 
daring. 

It now develops that several days before 
the launching a hole was punched in the 
bottom of the ship near the keel and one or 
two plates loosened. 


This discovery in connection with the find-. 


ing of spikes, which were driven into the 
launching ways below the water, made the 
plan of the conspirators plain. 


Would Have Ruined Vessel. 

It was intended the spikes should encounter 
the loosened plates and tear a great hole in 
the warship as it slid swiftly down the ways, 
and quickly send it to the bottom. The find- 
ing of the obstruction on the ways tat 
the disaster. 

The Connecticut was being built In dompeti- 


|tion with its sister ship, the Louisiana, at 


Newport News. Their construction was a 
race between the governmént yard and a pri- 
vate yard, and was a contest between union 
and nonunion labor. - 


How Union Question Figures. 
Though the men In the New York yard work 
only elght hours a day, as compared to ten 
hours or more put in by the men who are 
building the Louisiana, the Connecticut is 
ahead in the race. It had been apparent for 
some time that, barring accidents, the ship 


built by the government with union labor 


would be the firet one completed. . It has 
been admitted that if this proved to be the 
case it would be a strong argument in favor 
of the government construction of all war- 
ships and the employment of nothing but 
union labor. — 

The purpose of the plot against the Con- 
necticut is believed to have been to delay the 
completion, and it is regarued as possible 
that it may have been the work of enemies 
of organized labor. 


Ship Leaks After Launching. 

The defects in the ship’s bottom were dis- 
covered some hours after the launching. 
when it was found the vessel was leaking. 
| Naval ‘Constructor Robinson, who bullt the 
ship, reported the facts to the navy depart- 
ment and a most rigid investigation at once 
was begun. 

The injury to the ahip is not serious. It 
may be necessary to put in some new piates, 
however. The serious feature of the affair 
is that it is possible to damage a ship under 
conditions which surrounded the construc- 
tion of this one. During all the time it was 
building the vessel was carefully watched. 


Guess at Plotters’ Methods. 

It is supposed the hole was punched in the 
ship's bottom about the time the spikes were 
driven into the ways and before the latter 
were discavered, and while only ordinary 
vigilance was being exerted to prevent any 
injury. 


That this was possible fs accounted for by | 


the fact that the plates which were injured 

are close to the keel and a considerable dis- 
ponte from the guards on the sides of the 
ship. Directly under the ship it is almost- 
as dark as night, even at noonday. But 
how the conspirators got there is a mystery.

It ig 
pointed out that the reports of the Russian 
retirement from Mukden are disproved by 
yesterday's telegram from Gen. Sakharoff, 
showing that Gen. Kouropatkin’s outposts 
are as far south as Yental.

RUSSIA WILL NOT GIVE UP 


CZAR’S LETTER REVEALS PURPOSE 
TO CONTINUE WAR. 


3 Imperial House of Romanoff Will Tax 


Every Resource of the Empire 
Rather than to Confess Defeat at 
Hands of Japan—Enemy No Longer 
Regarded as a Small and Insolent 
Power—Uneasinenss Over Apparent 
Division in Military Councils. | 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 1.—Russia has at last awak- 
ened to the necessity, of a long war and a 
bitter struggle. The appointment of Gen. 
Grippenberg to command a second Man- 
churian army of a quarter of a million. men, 
ready to take the offensive inthe spring, is 
an event of the highest significance. Military 
belief in St. Petersburg ascribes the appoint- 


ment to intrigue, the object being to slight 


Gen. Kouropatkin. This, however, is probab- 
ly only a part of the truth. The Spectator, 


suggests a wider view: , 

“ The czar is not dealing 1-ith the present, 
but is preparing for the future. -He has rid 
himself completely, and in publishing his let- 
ters, rids his subjects of the delusion that 
Japan is a Small and presumptuous power. 
He acknowledges publicly that Japan is a 
great power, but he is undaunted. and warns 
the enemy, his own subjects, and the world 
at large that he will goon unflinchingly. He 
has not much confidence in the present army’s 
ability to win a decisive advantage, either 
at Mukden or at Tieling, but the only effect 
of that doubt, as he assured Gen. Grippen- 
berg, is that he will employ a second army 
so large that it will require a fresh comman- 
der in chief.. At all events, he will fight on. 
“The czar clearly has reached an under- 
standing with the German emperor which 


sia’s western frontier. 


Russia Will Not Give Up. 

“The desperate effort to forward the new 
fleet to the far east in time, if not for Kouro- 
patkin, which is nearly impossible, then for 
Grippenberg, to call out all reservists, es- 
pecially the reserve officers of the empire, and 
the decree placing more than a dozen of the 
great governments or provinces under mar- 
tial law, all point to the same thing, that the 
house of Romanoff—for the grand dukes are 
all on its side—is resolved to risk revolution 
rather than give way to a power whose suc- 
cess would terminate Russian dreams of ul- 
timately mastering the world. 

“Every resource of the empire will be 
strained, every subject and every nationality 
conciliated, every irritated class, even the 
Jews, will be soothed by lenient control, but 
there shall no peace which Russia shall not 
visibly dictate. That is the resolve which 
led to the appointment of Gen. Grippenberg.”’ 


War Councils Divided. 

It is still not clear just what the exact posi- 
tion of the Grand Duke Nicholas will be 
at the front. Apparently both Grippenberg 
and Kouropatkin will be under a generalissi- 
mo, either Nicholas or Dragomiroff, the lat- 
ter being described as the most determined 
enemy Kouropatkin possesses. ; 

There is no wonder, therefore, that this 
division of important commands between 
men of divergent opinion Is criticised both 
here and on the continent, as suggesting the 
confusion of varying Counsels at headquar- 
ters, a most injurious prospect of Russian 
success. Military opinion in St. Petersburg

This morring 
when he was called he replied cheerily: ‘In 
a short time.”’ Later a servant entered the 
room and found Sir William lying dead on his 
bed. 

Among all classes in the united kingdom, 
regardless of party, the unexpected news 
caused a sensation and genuine regret. The 
announcement in March last of his intend- 
ed retirement had prepared ithe public for 
Sir William’s eventual disappearance from 
the active arena of political life, but there 


had been no whisper that his health had been 
‘impaired by nearly forty years of parliamen- 


tary strife, 

Sir William Vernon-Harcourt was born 
Oct. 14, 1827. He entered parliament in 1868 
from Oxford, representing that seat until 
1880. From 1880 until 1895 he represented 
Derby in parliament. He was a member of 
Mr. Gladstone's cabinets, serving as home 


secretary from'1880 to 1885, and as chancellor | 
of the exchequer in 1886, and again from | 


18Y¥2 to 1895. 
Regret in Both Parties. | 

Not since Lord Salisbury di¢d has the death 
of any statesman created so much genuine 
feeling at the headquarters ‘of both parties. 
The National Liberal club immediately half 
masted its flag and sent a message of sym- 
pathy to Lady Harcourt. The other clubs 
followed suit. - 

It was stated only a few wek® ago that King 


Edward had. urged Harcourt once again, for 


Sir William twice refused a peerage, to ac- 
cept some mark of distinction upon the close 
of his active career. : 

In his last speech, delivered at the Na- 
tional Liberal club on July 28, Sir William 
said: 

- “Jt is not because Iam weary of the fight 
or am lukewarm in the cause that I intend to 
retire. It is because I do not think it for 
the public advantage that people should at- 
tempt to fulfill duties that they are unable 
to perform.” 

Yet even during the last session of parlia- 
ment, subsequent to the announcement that 
he no lon@er was able to perform his duties, 
Harcourt attacked Joseph Chamberlain’s 
fiscal proposals in a lengthy speech. 


Never Forgave Gladstone. 
The genera’ opinion expressed in the bi- 


‘ographies appearing today is that Sir William 


Vernon-Harcourt never quite got over the 


action of Mr. Gladstone in selecting Lord. 


Rosebery instead of himself as his successor, 
and since Harcourt gave up the liberal leader- 
ship in the house of commons after a dispute 
with the younger premier, he had not taken 
open, part in the councils of the party, though 
he remained a powerful inner influence, being 
as much feared politically as liked personally.

Atleast 
5.000 spectators were present, and between 
850 and 400 automobiles were lined up along 
the infield track by the time the first event 
was-called.

BLAMES GRIME ON “GUNS” 


GRAND JURY’S REPORT CONDEMNS 
“REVOLVER HABIT.” 


Carrying of Firearms Is Declaréd to Be 
Responsible for Much of the Viola- 
tion of Law in Chicago—Stringent 
Measures Demanded — Subject of 
Better Railroad Protection Is Con- 
sidered and Automatic Safety De- 
vices Are Declared Necessary.

Laws providing for the registering and is- 
Suance of permits to garry revolvers. were 
advocated by the September grand jury in 
its final report made yesterday afternoon. 
The ‘ revolver habit,’’ as the custom of car-_ 
rying firearms was designated by the jury, 
was Gonsidered responsible for the crime in 
Chicago. The necessity of devices for the 
safety of railroad trains at crossings and 
switching points was also urged as a matter 
that should be considered by the state. 

In relation to the carrying of revolvers the 
jurors declared in their report as follows: 

“If the criminal ‘tevolver’ habit could 
be stamped out by severe penalties, fearless- 
ly enforced, we believe that great reduction 
in crime would result, a 

“The state which ‘will inaugurate a law 
providing a term of imprisonment for every 
person possessing a revolver not registered 
and carried without’authority from a desig- 
mated state official, will find its cities 
shunned by the criminal class ta a marked 
degree.” 

Asks Better Railroad Laws. 

The report on the subject of better railroad 
protection asks.for.a revision of the state 
laws, stating: 

“The wrecking of passenger trains has 
come before us, and we see clearly that the 
state laws should provide greater safeguards 


“The Eri@Baltimore and Ohio. wreck and 
the Doremus. Sunday school disaster at 
Thornton proved that wherever. railroads 
cross each other on the same grade the only 
absolutely reliable system is the interlocking 
derailing plan. It fs our opinion that both

Record of Jury’s Work.

The report was addressed to Judge Kersten. 
The jury passed upon 791 cases and returned 
523 true bills. In 145 cases no bills were re- 
turned. There were 122 cases passed on to

A loan bearing 5 per cent interest, which is a conservative 
mortgage rate at present, is seldom foreclosed for the reason that the mortgagor can 
generally secure a loan on his property at 5% or 6 per.ccnt interest if he finds it necessary. 

It is probable that Chicago loan agents reject 75 per cert of the real estate loans ap- 
plied for, and of the loans accepted and offered the investor perhaps 50 per cent are noi 
of the highest grade necessary to a first class investment. For this reason some investors 
having had losses, perhaps through the purchase of poor loans, are inclined to disregard 
mortgages as an investment, but it should be remembered that the above figures apply 
equally well to other investments. When losses occur in other securities the prizicipal 
invested is sometimes wiped out, while the loss through a poor mortgage is generally but 
a small part of the principal. All investments have their advantages, and the point is to 
select those which are good. As far as mortgages are concerned it is the poor loan which

Figures for September Show an Increase 
of 197 Per Cent Over September, 1903 
—Big Building for State Street, 


boom is evidenced by the figures for Septem- 
ber, which show an increase of over 107. per 
cent in the cost of the building permits issued 
as compared with September of 1908. The 
“figures are 929 permits. to cost $6,671,920, as 
against 602 permits, to cost $2,248,285, for a 
year ago.

‘LAWS OF BRIDGE IN A CHAOTIC 
CONDITION. 


Four Sets of Rules Are Now in Use, and 
a Crying Need Exists for a Confer- 
ence of Representatives from Every 
Section of the Country to Devise a 
‘Uniform Code for Government of the 
Players—Points on Which Experts 
Are Already Agreed. : 


{BY A. R. METCALFE.] 

Chaotic is the only fit word to describe the 
present condition of the laws of bridge in the 
United States. What is now known as bridge 
is the result of long years of evolution, there 
being no definite laws for ‘te government 
untill a few years since, when the two great 
English card clubs, the Portland and Turf 
clubs of London, appointed a joint commit- 
tee to draft a code of laws, and this code 
has since reigned supreme throughout Eu- 
rope and to a considerable extent in this 
country. 7 


Stringent New York Laws. 

These are found, of course, in all English 
textbooks on the game. Not satisfied with 
these laws, the New York Whist club, the 
leading bridge organization of this country, 
adopted a new set of laws much more 
stringent than the European ones. They 
were, in fact, so stringent as almost to de- 
stroy the pleasure of the players, and in ad- 
dition were incumbered with many regula- 
tions regarding cutting in and other matters 
which belonged properly to the house com- 
mittee of the various clubs. 

Desiring to strike a happy medium between 
the lax English and the stringent New York 


set, and there are now four complete sets of 
laws extant. 
Need for Conference. — 

There is a crying need for a conference 
of bridge representatives from every section 
of the country which shall devise one'set of 
laws for the whole country. 

Already the players of all sections appear 
to have agreed on the following points: 

When a spade declaration is not doubled 
and the score of the dealer is less than 
twenty, dealer scores two points and the deal 
is not played. The count for honors accrues 
to the side holding them, as though the deal 
had been played. 

When either the dealer or his adversaries 
leads a card from.the wrong hand, the pen- 
alty is ohe trick taken from the offending 
side and given to the opponents, and the card 
led must be taken back and the proper player 
must lead. 

Exposed Hand. 

The player whose hand is exposed may 
prevent his partner from making a revoke, 
or may prevent the adversaries from exact- 
ing a wrong penalty, but otherwise mu 
have no part in the game. This player 
should never go behind the table to see his 
partner’s hand, nor should he see the hands 
of the opponents. 

Entirely too much importance is given 
by most players to the notion that the dealer 
in passing the-make must be strong in the 
black suits and weak in the red. - 


| Foundation of Error. 
About the only foundation for this idea ts 
the fact that the dealer would pass with a 
hand holding a strong. black suit, which 
would warrant a declaration if it were red. 
For this reason, supposing no trump to have 
been declared by dummy and the leader to 
have ah entirely worthless hand, it is best to 
open with a supporting heart or diamond.

When ace, queen, 
jack, or king, jack, ten are held between the 
cealer and dummy, the lead should always | 
be toward the tenace.

LONDON, Oct. 1.—New rules of golf were 

adopted at the meeting of the Royal and 
Ancient club at St. Andrews this week. The 
new reading of rule 14 provides: 

First—If the ball lie or be-lost in water or in 
casual water in a hazard the ball may be 
dropped in or as far behind the hagard as 
the players may please, under penalty of 
one stroke, but if it be impossible from want 
of space in which to gjay or from any other 
cause to drop the ball behind the hazard the 
player may drop the ball at the side of the 
hazard as near as possible to where the ball 
lay, but not nearer to the hole, under penalty 
of one stroke. 


| Water Through the Green. 

Second—If a ball lie or be lost in casual 
water through the green, and thus interferes 
with the player's stance the player may drop 


lengths from the margin directly behind the 
place where the ball lay, or from the margin 


roll into the water, or rest so that the water 
interferés with the players’ stance, it may 
be redropped without penalty, as near to the 
margin as the nature of the ground permits, 
but not nearer to the hole. 

Dropping the Ball. 

Three—In dropping the ball behind the spot 
from which the ball was lifted t@e player. 
shall keep that spot, or, in case of water, 
the spot at which the ball entered in a line 
between himself and tne hole. Wherever it 
is impossible to drop the ball as prescribed 
in sections 1 and 2. it shall be dropped as 
near as possible to the place where it lay, 
but not nearer to the hole. The penalty for 
breach of this rulé shall be the loss ot the 
hole. 

Rule 15—The ball shall be dropped in the 
following manner: The player himself shall 
drop it. He shall face the hole, stand erect, 
and drop the ball behind him from his head, 
If the ball when dropped touch the player 
he shall incur no penalty, and if it roll into 
a hazard it may be redropped without pen- 
alty. .The penalty for the breach 6f this rule 
shall be the loss of the hole. —

Enra beyond measure, Guel y Rente 
exclaimed that he would show people who he 
was by wedding a royal! princess. 

He went to Madrid, where, after meeting 
with many rebuffs and suffering want and 
even hunger, he finally succeeded in making. 
& name for himself as a poet and as an 
author. Sdéme verses which he dedicated to 
the Infanta Josepha sufficed to turn her head. 
She made his acquaintance, lost her heart to 
him, and eventually consented to flee with 
him. The Sensation caused by this runaway 
match was rendered doubly great by the fact

to Favor Industrial 
liance with England. 


MIGHT CHANGE MINDS. 


Advances from Washington, D. 
C., It Is Believed, Would Be 
Met with Eagerness. 


Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 20.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.J—The value of the educational 
work done by the American newspapers of 
late in connection with reciprocity between 
the United States and Canada is fully recog- 
nized here. It is frankly admitted that the 
situation is presented with conspicuous fair- 
ness. j 

The case of those opposing reciprocity is 
given as freely as the views of those in favor 
of it, and vice versa. New light has been 
thrown on the question, and strong interest 
aroused in many quarters where it was be- 
lieved to be dead. Although members of the 
cabinet have, since the prorogation of parlia- 
ment, said nothing on the subject of reciproc- 
ity in public, not already uttered on the floor 
of the senate or house, until Mr. Fisher, min- 
ister of agriculture, addressed the Canadian 
club here the other day, people are familiar 
with their position on the question. 


Supports Imperial Trade Unity. 


But Mr. Fisher’s remarks on the occasion 


the speaker who preceded him may possibly 
be regarded as going a step further than 
anything that had fallen from the lips of 
ministers at public gatherings, in the de- 
lineation of the attitude of Canada towards 
the mother country and the United States 
respectively respecting trading relations, and 
will for that reason be considered one of the 
most interesting of recent contributions to 
the history of the reciprocity movement. 

Mr. Fisher, speaking of the interimperial 
tariff issue in Great Britain, said Canadians 
awaited with the utmost patience the de- 
cision of the motherland and would accept 
that decision whatever it might be. 

This statement by the minister of agricul- 
ture followed a speech by Sir Howard Vin- 
cent, & British member of parliament, who 
-has been for some twenty years identified 
with interimperial questions in the mother 
country, and is one of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
strongest supporters. Sir Howard in re- 
ferring to the enormous quantities of free 
imports into Great Britain sald the eyes of 
the people of the mother country were at 
last being opened to the results of making 
the British markets free to foreign coun- 
tries which close their markets against 
| Great Britain. 


Believe in Home Industry. 


The consequence of this awakening is that 
they begim to realize it is better to increase 
the wealth within the empire by inter- 
imperial trade than that of those nations 
which, while friendly to Great Britain, at the 
same time maintain barriers to keep out 
British products. He did not hold out the 
expectation of an early solution of the 
problem how interimperial trade should be 
brought about, and believed Canada’s tariff 
discrimination for Great Britain would not 
be reciprocated under two or three years, 
but he gave repeated asstirances that event- 


ually it would become an accomplished fact.

acid gas, and (which constitute the menu of the 


ordinary plant) are converted into plant tissue. Many plants store up food 
against what. may be called a physivlogical rainy day. This result we see 
in the case. of tubers, full of starch, which, converted into sugar—for starch 
and sugar are chemically allied—is ultimately used in the processes of vege- 
table life. It is much the same with ourselves. We consume a deal of 
starch daily, finding it in bread, rice, tapioca, potatoes, and like foods; 
but starch, as such, is useless to us. It must be converted into a sugar 
before it can be utilized in the frame. The saliva of. our mouths effects 
this starch conversion, as also does the sweetbread juice; for sugar is solu- 
ble, and can be carried by the blood, while starch is not. 

Animals and plants, therefore, exhibit a close likenesr in respect of 
certain of their digestive processes. Still more clearly is this seen when 
we contemplate the case of plants which feed on anima] matter. Such. 
plants as the Venus fiytrap and the drosé¢ras, or sundews, capture Insects 
by aid of their sensitive leaves. In the leaf the insect is duly digested by 
means of a secretion which is poured out from the leaf glands. When 
analyzed, this secretion is found closely to resemble either the gastric juice 
of the animal stomach, or, as some botanists think, the juice of the sweet- 
bread. The result of the action, however, is practically the same in the 
plant as in the animal. -The food is digested in the trues* sense of the term. 


tion of individuals will much more satisfactorily perform the service. ‘This 
statement is applicable to the more general one that will include other 
branches of municipal service, such as furnishing of light and water, and 
must be considered with the important contingency qualifying it that in- 
dividual direction should yield its proper percentage of profit to the mu- 
nicipality in the form of such licenses as &re required for the satisfactory 
maintenance of all necessary governmental work. 

The particular problem under. consideration in this article is that of 
good streets and clean streets,.of which the city is and always has been 
much in need, and which will be the basis for much of the quality of our 
future citizenship. This may seem an extravagant statemént, but never- 
theless one’s physical environment has a great deal to do with his habits 


and conduct, and therefore the condition of our streets in the future will 


have a distinct bearing upon the conduct and quality. of our citizens. Pos- 
sibly the fact that it 1s so difficult at present to secure the codperation .of 
any considerable number of persons to a agree to keep a street clean in any 
locality or to have a street paved is because of the years of neglect which 
have dulled their sensibilities, and-theréfore makes it comparatively easy 
for them to exist under the old conditions rather than exhaust energy and 
resources in securing others infinitely more desirable, oe for which there 
is no apparent ambition. 

The whole present scheme of paving and attempting to ches our strait 
is inane and nugatory. In the first instance, the requirement for the prop- 


erty owner to pave his streets as often as the general public will wear it 


out is ealnet and unequal taxation and should be abolished. He at least 


the serenity of a-comfortable old age. If the campaigns of business have 
not left them physical and perhaps mental wrecks at 60 years old, these 


business activities have developed in them the spirit of campaigning that 
eannot stand the tranquillity of retirement. 


Strenuousness must mark the 
business life until, with the men making the colossal business successes of 
the age, there is no such word as leisure and no such virtue as sympathy 
and good will toward all mankind. Too frequently it is that in the later life 
of these martyrs to business the individual has a partial awakening to his 
callousness toward his fellow man in his early life and seeks to make some 
half hearted amends to the world in his scarcely ante-mortem bequests to a 
favored cause or institution. He makes his amends in this way toé the 
world, perhaps, but he has no amends possible to his own misguided self. 
He has had his strenuous business day and the long night !s at hand.

business.’ As a neurologist he had the courage to say in short that some 
of the best types of the successful business man today were abnormalities.

_ the work of the stomach itself. The popular notion that the stomach “'di- 
gests everything” is utterly erroneous. 


For the stomach has little ‘or no 
power to affect starches, sugars, and fats, and as these foods make up the 
bulk of our daily nutriment it may, therefore, be said that the organ in 
question plays only a small] part in digestion. Yet that part is important 
enough. ‘he foods over which the stomach exerts its power are what are 
called “ nitrogenous” materials. They are represented by beef juice, white 
of egg, and milk, and similar substances. Such foods are changed by the 
stomach into “ peptones,” while the starch, sugar, and fat are pressed on- 
wards to be digested in the intestine. 

The history of the “ peptones” into which our meat foods are con- 


_ verted in the stomach constitutes yet another curiosity of the digestive —

rocess. They are intended for rapid absorption into the blood. 
ust, therefore, be dealt with speedily and at once, since they constitute 


the material which goes to repair the actual tissue waste of the frame. * The 


stomach, having converted the meat fdods into peptones, passes them on to 


the liver.

To this inquiry the reply given 12 science is clear enough, if it is alse 
startling. “ Peptones” are poisons, and, if they gain access to the blood, 
render us subject to the attack of iliness. Darwin himself remarked that 


one of the most astonishing facts of, life was that our food at a. éertain 


stage of its digestion was of a poisonous character. 
This is true, and so long as the liver acts'as a kind 
.of filter between the blood and the food, all is welt. 
When the duties of the liver are neglected we then 
suffer accordingly. 

The microscope has us also with 
many curiosities of digestion. It is now admitted 
that certain microbes which inhabit our interior have 
much to’do with the proper performance of digestive 
work. But these are friendly germs, not foes, as are 
some of the host of living particles that environ and 
encompass our ‘life. Even the process of nourishing 

‘ourselves may ‘thus be shown to exhibit actions 
whith, in respect of their strange nature, do not fall 
Short of the romantic.

Again, an obvious defect in any municipal administration of streets is 
the fact of an almost total neglect after once being paved. Why are the 
pavements allowed to wear away without constant ana immediate atten- 
tion in the way of repairs? Why is any one able to obtain a permit to 
make an opening in the street with no limit as to the time for replacing 
the pavements, and why are such repairs allowed to be done in an in- 
different and careless manner? One south side street, for instance, paved 
with asphalt within a year, has been opened in no less than seven places 


within a mile for different purposes, and no permanent replacement has as_ 


yet been made. It would seem apparent that any private business corpo- 
ration would have dealt with an offender summarily in such a case, and 
compelled the complete restoration of such pavement ‘Within a few days. 
There is no real excuse based upon the supposition “ that the ground must 
have time to settle,” for a liberal use of water will soon provide the neces- 
sary firmness to the soil. Such facts discourage the average citizen from 
venturing. to attempt to improve his conditions. On the other hand, we

iferous center of smelis and offer a friend a

For the ceal tar drink the thirsty 
one invités his friend to the corner drug store 
or into thé receeses of the confectioner’s 
shop, where “soda.” and ice cream soda 
water are dispensed without regard to the 
pure food laws of the state. 

Por, accerding to the best evidences of the 
senses, in connection with the researches pf 
thé analytical chemist, the market for ch 
ice cream and soda water is more dependent 
upon the condition of the Standard Oil com- 
pany than the unsuspecting ever have had 
cause to dream. Not only this, but it is hard 


to determine just where the interest of the 


manufacturing and consuming public begins 
anid ends in the coloring matter that goes into 
the products of drug store, bakery, distillery, 
eonfectioner’s shop, and preserve factory. — 


Coloring Matter Injurious. 


For instance, th one of the big Chicago 
laboratories for chemical experiment and 
research one may alweys find or three 
baskets’ of guinea pigs of assorted shades, 
ptill more assortediy colored and tinted and 
shaded with the colors of the spectrum as 
taken from the cOmposite biinck of coal tar. 
These little animals are the unconscious dem- 
pnatrators of whether ér-not certain browns 
and reds and bites and yellows and greens 
that have been elaborated for the coloring 
of foodstuffs are to prove poisonous in the 
human system. Just what the term poisonous 
thal] rhean is tiet made wholly clear to the 
Mayman who asks the questions. Presuma- 
biy, if the dose as measured out for the 
Witle animal turtis its cold toes into the air 
within the demonstrating period some other 
tolor Will be adopted by the experimenting 
manufacturer, even ff it should cost a few 
beats more a g&lion than his coal tar dis- 
sovery. But if the pig is only made a little 
se from. indigestion—well, busingss is bus- 
ness! 

There are some wonderful possibilities in 
the summer drinks that are served from 
the niafhle. top soda. fountains of Chicago. 
A Bball tar drink, with a coal tar fruit/tint 
blending with the ice cream flavored with 
coali-tar fumes, is commonplace as a possibil- 
ity.. Fruit flavors produced from acids that 
havyé mixed with alcohol to produce ethers 
are common, and in the sweetening recourse 
may be had to saccharin, that sweetest of all 


awWeets, that comes also from the black 


depths of the coal tar vat. 


Coal Tar Products Poisonous. — 


In spite of all of thie as a likelihood at the 
soda counter, it is conceded everywhere that 
thé products of coal) tar and petroleum uni- 
vergally are poisonous to the human system. 
In any of these products it is a question of 
tegree. In the fruit sirups of commerce the 
customer of the soda fountain takes his 
greatest risks. Fruit sirups of the purest 
may be served here and there; it is conceded 
that fruits and. sugars enter into the best 
candies that are put upon the market, as 
well as into the best cakes and ices. But it 


$s @ certainty that the average cheap ice 


eréam soda dispensed over the average coun- 


ter is a wholly chemical product, almost as 


nearly allied to petroleum as Is gasoline. 
“Aniline of] is the basis of all these colors | 
that enter into sodas and confections of the | 
cheaper class,” said a well known chemist. 
“ This oil is the artive poison that may re- 
suit from the colorcombinations, In creating 
some of the shades desired, arsenical com- 
pounds are used in connection with the aniline 
oil. and in addition to the menace of the 

free analin, there are the arsenic poisons. 

“It ig hard to determine just what one of 
these aniliné colors may be and do. The only 
way to demonstrate Is to-try it onthe guinea 
pig. Again One individual may suffer from 


‘one of these colors, and another miay take it 


almost with impunity. ‘In the main, however, 
they are‘all poisons. Some of the products 
of cowl tar are so poisonous that a few drops 
or a few grains will preduce death. Thereis 
carbolic acid, for instance; every one knows 
what it is and yet it is a product of coal tar 

and is at the foundation of these colofs and 
sweets. and flavors that are in the tar. 
Every drug that is made from coa! tar is con- 
1 sidered poisonous in more or less degree, and 
the physician prescribing any of them, is pre- 
pared to watch results closely. 


Handle Saccharin Carefully. 


“ Saccharin, which is used to aeweeten these 
artificial fruit sirups, is approximatély 1,000 
times sweeter than sugar. It is a direct 
product of coal tar , and while it is not dis- 
tinctly poisonous it could not be recom- 
mended to take the place of sugar save on 
a doctor's prescription. Saccharin is pre- 
scribed for sufferers from diabetes, and must 
be taken carefully in tablets especially pre- 

pared. But the substance fits the purpose 


of the artificial sirup producers so aptly that | 


they use it almost universally in place of 
the cane sugar. Ite sweetness may be 
judged when a bit not larger than the htad 
of a pin wilt serve to sweeten a full cup of 
coffee to the taste of the average person. 
The stuff has a sickening sort of sweet, and 
is- distinctly bad for the digestion. Fre- 
quently the result from a glass of soda water 
is “nausea, and discomfort in the stomach 
region. This is the effect of saccharin. 

“In serving soda water of this chemical 
constituency, the clerk at the counter ordi- 
narily pours out at least two ounces of the 
sirup te each glass. The person who is ad- 
dicted to these drinks may figure upon how 
much poison his system feeds in a day where 
the average number of glasses reaches four 


or five. 


Flavors from Petroleum. 


“ But if the coloring and the sugar of plain 
soda water must come from coal tar, it is too 
m@ch when the flavoring matter for the ice 
cream in the ice cream soda also is taken 
from the same petroleup product. But In 
many cases the ‘ vanilla’ ice cream of the 
markets at large is flavored with the ‘ va- 
nalin’ and ‘kumurin’ of coal tar. To the 
casual taste these chemical substitutes for 
flavoring are not evident, and the imposition 
is passed in ignorance. 

. “ Most of these flavoring chemicals, how- 
ever, have a basis of ether. An acid is mixed 
with alcohol in the production of the ether, 
and the particular artificial flavor sought by 
the chemist is produced by a blending of 
these ethers to taste. Just how poisonous or 
nonpoisonous these flavors are will depend 
upon the acids producing them. Naturally 
an ether produced by the use of sulphuric 
acid, for instancé, would be worse than one 


‘produced by citric acid." 


According to chemical knowledge those 
ahfline colorings that are so common in soda 
water and in cheap candies have invaded the 
field of preserved fruits. As every housewife 
knows, strawberries cooked for jam will not 
keep the pretty strawberry red to the point 
of bottling the sweet; it becomes a quaker 
brown that is not at all pleasing to the eye 
of one who might have looked for the straw- 
berry hue. Yet something has happened to 
most-of the strawberry jam that is on sale in 
the grocery stores, keeping it to even a 
brighter color than was the original berry in 
the field.

There is hardly any good man in the east 
who understands the real estate busi- 
ue who cannot make at least a smal! for- 
tuse from the sale of western lands as an im- 
migration agent if he will simply thoroughly 
organize bie business along substantial lines 
pafore he attempts to move the people and 
sam money. I might say here that the or- 
ganization of a business of this kind is not 
pearly as difficult as it was a few years ago, 
pefore various western raliroads had joined 
hands with the large and effective immigra- 
tien afsociations, colonization companies, 
and bureaus today working in close 

with them.

How System Is Organized. 

After the eastern real estate man has been 
listed ag &@n immigration agent with one of 
the great western railroads and had his terri- 
tory definitely assigned to him he must take 
the steps outlined Pepe I might inci- 
dentally remark that are @ great many 
Kinds of business that they are applicable 
to besides immigration. 

Immediately after receiving his appoint- 
ment from the proper authority on the road

Now he must re- 
member that the creation of immigration les 
primarily in education, by such advertising 
matter as will be furnished him from the 
general office from time to time. He mmust 
have an exact location in the west suitable 
for people from his particular section. This 
can be secured by correspondence with the 
general office, and in his letter containing 
this inquiry he should state the agricultural 
conditions in his country. 

He must personally solicit the business and 
prove to the people the advantages of the 
west and southwest before they move. To do 
this he had better call as above mentioned 
upon the general immigration agent of the

He must organize his party before he 
moves them so that they have confidence 
in him and are so attached te him that it 
would be hard for any one to turn them from 
their purpose to let him show them the sec- 
tion which he has’ been talking about.

Quick Work in Assembling. 

The passenger department feels the first 
pulse of the call. It is a business proposition 
in that first thirty minutes. Who wants the 
train?

Two hours for assembling a death special 
with steam up is sharp work. Ordinarily 
more time is needed for the paseenger to get 
in readiness than is required by the railroad 
company. The passenger naturally is nerv- 
ous distracted; the railway officials, from 
the head of the operating department down 
to the call boy with the message for the en- 
gineer, is keyed to concert pitch, but quick- 
ened in every nerve by the thrill of the call. 

The head of the operating department re- 
celves the first call for the death special, and 
with the call goes the reasons for the run. 
Whatever human sympathy may be aroueed, 
however, the proposition is the same—the 
running of a train on special echedule in the

Schedule Soon Arrange 

‘At once the general superintendent faces 
the question of time. He makesa hurried 
calculation of distances between given term- 
inal points and in the rough he blocks out 
the time necessary for the ‘run, with ‘the 
special having a clear track. The division 
superintendents in turn notified by him 
and the time in the rough/is noted, while the 
chief dispatcher is at work arranging a new 
schedule that is to take into consideration 
every station and every sidetrack on the 
whole system over which the flier is to speed. 
His first duty, however, has been to cail 
upon the master mechanic or the roundhouse 
foreman at the terminal from #hich the 
special is to be/made up, asking for the train 
to be in readiness at a certain minute. 


At the roundhouse perhaps the best loco- | 


motive with the best crew in the service of 
the systém has been in from its regular run 
only four or five hours. Neither engine nor 
crew is available. The crew is counted out 
for thé reason that it has not had its proper 
‘rest—the engine, for the reason that it is not 
sent out’ in the hands of strangers. For

It is at the roundhouse that the first real 
stir of the special is made. The call boy with 
his book of summonses is in readiness. The 
‘nearest possible engineer with his fireman, 
and, if possible, his conductor and brakeman, 
are first on the list; after these other crews 
in order. If the first cannot go for any 
reason, the call boy hurries to the next; the 

_ men who can go sign the call book and get in 
readiness for the run. : 

All Wake to Emergency. 

There is a thrill in the call to the death 
special. From “ the old man" down to the 
crossing flagman the story of it gets abroad. 
Any man whose duty has to do with itinany 
way wakes to the emergency in proportion 
to the call upon him. 

If time enough has been given in the call 
for the train, a Pullman private car, pre- 
ceded by a baggage car, and hitched to an 
engine of the fast passenger type, are 
the equippment; if there has been hurry, 
the car may be only a chance Pullman picked 
up at a moment’s notice in the yards. The 
baggage car will weigh thirty-two tons, the 
Pullman sixty tons, and the engine, proba- 
bly with six and a half foot drivers, will 
weigh 100 tons. Coaled, with water tank 
filled to the last gauge, and the safety valve 
popped open, venting a sputtering cloud of 


steam into the train sheds, the death special 


will be complete. Conductor, engineer, fire- 
man, brakeman, and perhaps flagman will 
‘have the order in duplicate from the dis- 
patcher's office, reading: 

“Engine No. ——

Has Right of Way. 
respect at least the crew of the 
has compensation. The track ahead 
is cigar. Barring accidents, water, coal, the 
oiling of the engine, and the conductor's reg- 
istrations at certain stations and his ex- 
anging orders with the engineer will be 
/the only troubling incidents of the run. 
“Take no unusual risks,” is the general or- 
der to the crew. Not to run into a station 
ahead of time and leave it still ahead of time 
will be the two things most to be guarded 
by the engineer and his conductor. He will 
hardly do this for the reason that the super- 
intendent in making up the schedule has 
timed the locomotive to seconds almost. 
The engineer may fear running behind; he 
cannot hope to run much ahead of the sched- 
ule unless in chance spurts of a mile or two. 
In making up this schedule for the run the 
chief dispatcher has referred to theschedule 
of the fastest regular train In the passenger 
service. He knows every mile of the ttack 
and just 
condition can do for the reason that the en- 
gines and the engineer on each division of 
the run will be the average engine and the 
average engineer in the passenger service. 
The engineer will know every grade, every 
station, very culvert, bridge, and switch on 
his division. For an average of 225 miles he 
and his conductor will have the duty of 
sending the special through space, not only 
to the capacity of the machine but to the 
capacity of two men, acting in unison for the 
saving of évery chance second tn time. 
Light and dark, rain and shine, and wind 
and calm dare one to the crew of the death 
special. Momentum is all that counts. 
Towns, cities, bridges, sage brush, and cul-' 
‘tivated fields are one in the landscape, At 
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plenished if need be, and then while the en- 
gineer goes over his engine filling the oil cups 
the conductor rushes for the telegraph of- 
fice, signs the order book, reads the orders 
to the engineer, and delivers the filmsy 
tissue to the genius of the cab, while he 
moves back to give the signal “‘ O” with hand 
or lantern. . | 


Dispatcher Carries Burden. 
But it is in the office of the chief train 
dispatcher that much of the burden of the 


death special is carried. His eye is on the. 


death special from the moment it leaves the 
starting terminal until it is housed safely in 
the sheds at the end of his division. Every 
train that is met or overtaken by this flyer 
must have orders concerning its riglits over 
everything. If the special runs behind time 
additional orders may have to be made for 
every one of these opposing trains of every 
class. Crews of every one of these other 
trains of every class are disconcerted by 
the movements of the death special, and yet 
have a keen interest in its record. And at 
the throttle of the special the engineer sits 
mile after mile, watching his time, but confi- 
dent of a clear track. : 

It is on the engineer that the run depends. 
He feels it as an engineer and as a man. 
Pride in his work and his own self-respect 
are at stake with him. And over all of this 
is the inspiration of having a task before 
him to which all of his ambition rises. 

Reporting for the run, he is smoother 
shaved than usual, perhaps. He may have 
been taking an hour at the roundnouse for 
looking over his engine for his regular runs, 
while he may be two hours ahead for taking 
out the death special. Oil cups, packirg, a 
nut here and there, a steam cock that might 
promise to leak—every vital point of the great 
machine is gone over with unusual care. 
The colossal machine is moved out of the 
roundhouse and is backed up to the waiting 
cars with the acme of precision. The man 
and the machine both are to be tried out. 

~ 


Break Records in Runs. 

One of the great runs of the kind was that 
of the special carrying Henry P. Lowe from 
Chicago to the bedside of his dying daughter 
at Los Angeles, Cal., leaving Chicago at 
10:17 o’clock on the morning of Aug. 5, 1903, 
and covering the 2,226 miles in fifty-two 
hours and forty-nine minutes, including all 
delays. 

Last winter when Charles W. Clark, a son 
of Senator Clark of Montana, heard that his 
wife was dying at the Clark home in New 


York he chartered a train to make the run | 
‘to Chicago, leaving Albuquerque, N. M., on 


Jan. 26 at 5:80 o’clock in the morning. The 
train reached the station in Chicago at 1:45 


o'clock Thursday afternoon, making the dis- 


tance of 1,668 miles at the average speed of 
48% miles an hour, including all delays.

Willing to Pay Well. 

“The death special” has come to meet 
one of the emergencies of travel which the. 
modern railroad is called upon to recognize. 
It is costly traveling, but in those emergen- 
cles most frequently of life and death where 
money is no object. In the case of the Lowe 
special $50 was offered to each of the crew 
for every minute gained over the schedule, 
and some minutes were paid for at this rate 
by the frantic father. 

But when all has been said of the death 
special and its broken records these records 
over the ordinary limited train of a system 
are made largely from cutting out stops 
at stations, shortening the stop at order 
offices, and above all by clearing the tracks

Advanced Salesmanship 
to One of the Fine Arts.

day of advanced salesman- 
The old ways of selling goods 
are being discarded. A man no longer 
the place of business of an- 
other and simply makes the statement 


that he has a new style clothes pin to sell 


at a new price. The day of the direct state- 
ment in salesmanship is gone or going. The 
lightning rod man today goes out after the 
shekela of the rural cousin under the guise 


of a benevolent man of science; the soap 


salesman is only interested in the sanitary 
conditions of the town he visits, 

But it remains for certain men in dit- 
ferent lines of metropolitan business to in- 
treduce methods, or rather a method, for 
selling goods that make the efforts of the 
lightning rod man and the dispenser of soap 
geem akin to the rough, coarse bungling of 
the amateur compared with the bright, 
glistening product of the finished artist. This 
method is known in the few circles wherein 
it is known at all, as the “ human nature 
system.” It-is called thus because its first 
and last principles of operation are based 
upon a thorough knowledge of human na- 
ture. It might be called anything else, but 
the fact remains that it is called effective by 
the men who use it. 

So far the originator of the idea is un- 


known. It is unlikely that he will ever 


step into therbreach to claim the fame that 
his conception would bring him. Also it is 
positively certain that no firm or business 
house using the “ human nature system "’ 
in making sales will own to the fact. The 
reasons for this are many and obvious. 


* 
System a Simple One. 
The system is fairly bewildering in its 
simplicity. It calls for two principals, one 
of them at least possessing the qualities of 
@ good amateur actor or actreas. It is beau- 
tiful to watch in its operation for the one 


who is initiated, and there are no doubts as 


to its results. And the crowning beauty of 
it is that it sends the person who has been 
sold anything on his or her way rejoicing in 
heart and thoroughly satisfied. 

This is the modus operandi In a high class 
jewelry store, for instance: A woman, for 
it is averred that women in particular are 
susceptible to the system, comes and asks 


to look at a valuable pearl necklace. The — 


obliging salesman shows her the finest in 
stock. She looks and admires or condemns, 
as the case may be, and asks the price. As 
pearl necklaces run high when it comes to 
the price, the buying is one that a woman 
will not have over with in a few minutes. 
Perhaps she will ask to have the fewels laid 
aside. She will come in next day, possibly 
accompanied by a friend, to give her opinion 
of the pearls, 


* * 
Works Rapidly if at All. 
So far the system has not made {ts appear-

Is Handled by Railroad.

F a young man has an exceptionally deii- 
cate touch, if his eyesight is better than 


the ordinary, and if he has an inclination 


to the work there is a good opening fo- 

him in the jewelry trade. If he is of 
pleasing appearance, if he has the ability to 
sell goods and can help conduct a store prop- 
erly there is a better chance awaiting him, 
for of the jewelers of this city the greater 
part combine the duties of a salesman with 
those of their trade. 

The jewelry trade is so divided that few of 
the men who Work at it know the trade in all 
its branches. There is the watchmaking, 
which is in reality a trade in itself, as one of 
these branches. Engraving, diamond setting 
and cutting are others, and then there is 
the general all-around man of the jewelry 
store whose numbers constitute the greater 
part of the craft in the country. Itis among 

this class that the young man who wishes to 
learn the trade will find he has the best 
chance of getting quick returns for the time 
he spends in learning. The other branches 
are better paid than this, but ft requires much 
more time and trouble to learn them. 


* * 


Easy to Enter Trade. 

There is also a greater opportinity to enter 
this branch, for the town is full of jewelry 
stores, and it is easy to find one where a boy 
will be taken tn to learn the trade. To learn 
_the other branches of the work it will be nec- 
essary to seek employment with one of the 
few manufacturing jewelers and diamond 
setters In the city. 

As this trade is not organized to any extent 
there are no regulations as to the age or 
education of the boy or young man who 


wishes to learn the business. However, the 


nature of the work requires that the prospec- 
tive apprentice be about 16 years old, and it 
is necessary that he have a good common 
school education. His wages while he is 
serving his apprenticeship wiil be small. If 
he gets $5 a week for the first year he will 
be fortunate. There is no stipulated length 
of time that he must serve to become a jew- 
eler. This will all be dependent upon him- 
self ari the manner in which he progresses in 
his work. 
Time Required Varies. 

Some, after having spent a year at it, have 
the trade so mastered they then begin to 
receive the wages of the competent jeweler. 
Others serve three years or more without be- 
coming thoroughly conversant with their 
trade. To learn the business thoroughly 
does not mean that the beginner should 
only be competent in the mechanical work 
of the jewelry business but he must also 
become a good salesman. In this the trade 
differs from others, inasmuch 4s if the sales- 
man is to be a good one and intelligently 
handle the business that comes into the 
store he must know the trade completely. 

The time that it takes to learn will vary 
also according to the size of the establish- 
ment the apprentice is in, the class of work 
done, and the willingness and ability of the 
master jeweler to teach the novice. But it 
is safe to say that at the end of three years.,. 
if the apprentice has been diligent and quick 
to learn and came to the work with a genuine 
iMking for ft, he will be a good jeweler and 
able to earn the wages paid good workmen 


‘jo*this trade, What thie will be will de- 


work. She is well dressed and refined in ap- 
pearance, in fact, to judge from looks, she 
moves in exactly the same circle.of sogiety 
as the woman who fs examining the pearls. 
The success or failpre of the scheme de- 
pends entirely upon the skill and finesse of 
the woman “ booster.” She must know just 
when the proper time tq approach the cus 
tomer has arrived and how to make the ap- 
proach. She dees not step up and reccom- 
mend the purchase of the jewels, nor com~- 
ment upon their extreme beauty. Far from

pend upon the store or shop that he is em- 
ployed in and the class of work he has 
learned to do. The average pay of the jew- 
eler in the small stores of the city where 
the jeweler acts as salesman as well is $25 
‘a week. His hours are practically the same 
as those of.any store salesman. In the de- 
partment stores and the large downtown jew- 
elry stores this does not apply, as the sales- 
men in these places are not necessarily jew- 
elers, these stores having their separate 
corps of repair men. pea 


Watchmaking Pays Well. | 

If the young man wishes to enter the man- 
ufacturing end of the business he will go to 
work in one of the large downtown estab- 
lishments. There is little actual manufac- 
turing in this line done here. Practically 
no watchmaking is done, and, whue it is 
possible for the boy to learn this side of the 
trade here, he will be forced to go out of 
the city if he is to secure profitable and 
steady empléyment. However, if he does 


_ follow this work, he will have a trade in 


which the wages are high and the work 
pleasant. Despite the nearly universal em- 
ployment of machinery in the making. of 
watches the pay of the workmen is good. 

His work will necessarily partake of much 
of the nature of the mechanic's, but there 
is little hard work in it and few causes to 
find it unpleasant. If he is -skilled in his 
work, the male watch factory operative can 
make $30 a week. To earn this salary hé 
will have to serve three years as an appren- 
tice and must be a qualified member of a 
body of the most finished artisans in the 
world, The watchmaker, whether he be 
working on cases or works, handles material 
which must be handled with extreme care 
and economy if there is not to be a waste 
that will prove disastrous to the profits of 
the manufacturer. Consequently the watch- 
maker must be an exceptionally able work- 
man. 


Engraving and Stone Setting. 
- But it is in the engraving and stone setting 
departments that the jeweler can make the 
best wages. Here he must be In reality an 
artist, and he is petd accordingly. The good 


‘engraver can make as high as $100 a week. 


This is far above the average, but there are 
& number in the country who are earning 
this pay. Fifty dollars per week is nearly the 
average received by this class of men, and 
they have littl trouble tn securing employ- 
ment. To become 6o expert as to command 
this salary requires years of applicacion and 


a peculiar fitness for the work. It is just as 7 


necessary for the young man who is to be-/ 
come a good engraver to have a bent for the 

work as it is for a sculptor or an artist to be 

artistically inclined. 

Taking the jewelry trade ae a whole, it is 
a good one. The wages, ag has been shown, 
are better than most trades. The work, 
wihtle it necessitates much confinement and 
stooping, is not coneidered unhealthy, and it 
ig emphaticaily not hard. Tothe person with 
weak eyes, however, [t is likely to result 
seriously, as the handling of the minute parts 
that go to make up a watch involves « con- 
stant strain on the eyesight. There ts al- 
ways a chance for the man in this trade te 
get into business for himeelf, as he can gen- 
erally save from his wages, and, besides, his 
experience is nearly, if not quite, as neces 
@ary for capital as is cash.

Valet a Man of 


Many Varied Duties.

of clothes properly first of all. 


most people the idea of applying the 
name “trade” to the work of the 
valet will seldom occur, Yet, if the 
assertions of this class of workers are 
; to be regarded, the successful valet 
must have a knowledge of certain things, 
the proper learning of which takes almost 
as much time as is required in learning the 
average trade. In the execution of his du- 
ties the good valet must be as precise and 
skiMful in his work as any worker at his 
trade, while his duties are far more varied. 
The popular idea of him is the stage valet, 
the man with the English accent who knocks 
on his master’s door and says: ‘‘ Me lud, 
the tub is ready,” or who stands like a post 
while the “Jud” takes his coat. According 
te a man who has been “ the man ”’ for many 
kinds of men,-from a British army officer to 
a Chicago business man, the stage valet is a 
poor specimen of the real article. The valet 
of real life is, according to him, much differ- 
ent. He is far from the dummy that the 


gtage depicts him. His duties are those 


which the public sees on the stage, and « 
hundred and one besides. 


How He Spends Hise Day. 
This is what one Chicago valet does on an 


_myerage 800 days a year: 


6 «. m.—Lays out clean linen, underwear, and 
‘ morning clothes. Must see that every item in 
master’s apparel is faultless; shoes properly pol- 
ished, clothes properly brushed. 

.900—Prepares bath. (Not such an easy affair to 

_ @ecsomplish satisfactorily, for if the water is 
just right the valet will suffer.) Wakes the 

"ee. While master is valet prepares 

. shaving outfit, strops, razors, etc. 

9:30—Shaving. 

0:46—Dressing. 

10:15—Breakfast served in apartments. Velet has 
in the meantime placed the day’s mail on the 
breakfast table. 

10:45—Master’s depdrture. Valet in constant at- 
tendance until the moment he leaves. 

10:50—Valet goes for walk with master’s prise 
dog. Dog must be walked at least two miles 

@ach day. 

11:20—Valet lunches. 

11:45 a. m. to 5 p. m.—Cares for apartments, Sends 
out the day’s laundry, receiyes laundry and 
checks same; cares for master’s clothes, brushing 
them, and sending to the tailor if in need of 
repairs, pressing, etc. Polishes shoes, attends 
to possible errands, secures theater tickets, car- 
riages, etc. 

6 p. m.—Has evening clothes laid out. Helps mas- 
ter dress. 

Whenever it may be that the master comes home, 
whether it- may be early, or whether it may be 
after a prolcnged theater party, the valet must 
be at hand to help him remove his evening 
clothes, and properly care for.the same after they 
are removed. 


Work Must Be First Class. 


By this it will be seen that the bare out- 
lined duties of the valet are quite enough to 


keep him occupied the greater part of the 


day. Then, when It follows that there are 
entertainments to be held, company to be 


_ yeceived, and other social duties attended to, 
these duties are considerably added to. Be- 
sides these things the valet must keep him- 
_self well informed as to his master’s social 


relations, must keep a record of his appoint- 
ments, and must act in a general capacity 
similar to that of the society woman's spe- 
clal secretary. And in all his duties it is nec-: 


essary that his work must be all the time 


first class, for it is comparatively easy to 
prove oneself unsatisfactory in this work. 

“We've got to do things just as the boss 
would do them himself,”’ said a valet. “ We 
can't do them the way we want to do them, 
but we've got to know how he wants them 

done, or how he would do them, and act 
accordingly, For instance, we've got to 
know at. just what thickness he wants his 
having? lather, and make it just that way, 
even if we know it ovfght to be a whole lot 
thinner than we're using it. Then take our 
work in general. Learning to do the multi- 
tude of things that go to make up our work, 
we've practically got to learn a trade, and 
one that’s hard to learn, too. 

Hard to Care for Clothes. 

* A good valet must know how to take care 
This may 
seem a small thing, butitisnot. How many 
men are there who know how to care for their 
Own clothes properly? Everybody probably 


thinke he does, but the fact is that few do. 
To care for the clothes of a man of good 
taste, and a careful dresser, and do it to his 
satisfaction is almost a trade initself. Half 
of our well dressed men on the streets today 


owe much of their appearance to theskill and 


carefulness of their valet. 

* Besides this, the successful valet must be 
of perfect deportment, unvarying in his pa- 
tience, and possessed of a good memory, 
O, we've got to have plenty of qualities that 
might be possessed ‘with profit by almost any 
class of workers.”’ 

Japs Coming in Favor. 

By far the greatest number of vailets are 
English. Partly because it is quite the thing 
to have an English “man” and-partly be- 
cause the work has been followed by more 
men of this nationality than any other, 
this may be called the Englishman’s trade. 
Few of the valets employed in. this country 
are native born Americana. There are some 
Swedes, a few Germans, and Frenchmen 
among them. Of recent years the soft mov- 
ing Japanese servant has aleo joined their 
ranks. The Jap possesses many of the quali- 
ties that make a good valet. He is as diligent 
as could be required by the most autocratic 
of masters. He has no bad habits, does not 
drink, cares not for fine raiment nor jewelry, 
and does not waste his master’s time by filirt- 
ing with the pretty ladies’ maids. ; 

His virtues asa valet, if he be the right kind 
of a Jap, are too numeroustomention. Suf- 
fice it to say that when one is found who has 
learned the werk and the tongue of this 
country he is a jewel to treasure by a man 
who hae need of a valet. Such good servants 
of this class do the Japs make that they are 
in great demand. Many of them in this 
country have been brought here from their 
native land by Americans traveling in Japan, 
and have remainedd@ere. Others have come 
here, after learning the English tongue at 
home, with letters of recommendation. They 
are not long in finding work. 

The Jap does not come merely to acquire the 
wherewithal to.return to his native land and 
live out his days in luxury. He comes often 
to study the ways of the west almost as much 
as to earn a living; and there are at least two 
Japanese valets in this city who are gradu- 
ates of the Tokio university. eg 

Must Be Personally Pleasing. 

The manner in which valets first take up 
the work varies. Sometimes they are butlers, 
housemen, or even grooms. By their work 
they attract the attention of their employer 
and are taken in as his “man.”’ More often 
than otherwise it is a case of personal inter- 
est on the part of the master, for it is essen- 
tial that if the valet is to please in his work 
he must be personally pleasing te the master. 

The wages of valets vary as widely as do 
their duties. This is a matter which rests 
entirely upon the generosity of the master. 
Some of them receive $20 a month. Others 
get five times as much. Besides his wages 
the valet receives his room and lodging ard 
practically all the clothes he needs, if it hap- 
pens that he is near the same size as his em- 
pioyer. This is one kind of emolument that 
makes the position of the valet one to be 
envied by other servants. If he cannot wear 
his master's ok clothes he is generally al- 
lowed to sell them. Whichever way it goes 
the valet is sure to be the gainer when clothes 


are discarded. 


Most valets are economical and save a ;o0o0d 
portion of their wages. The old valet who 
steps into the breach with the fortune he has 
saved out of his years of service and saves 


the ancestral castle from being sold to pay 


the debts of the dissolute son is a favorite 


with all writers of the Bertha M. Clay style. 


While there are few valets buying castics 
there are plenty of them who buy homes and 
little stores out of what they have saved. 
Particularly is the Jap addicted to the habit 
of laying by the greater part of his wages. 
In a strange land, among strange people, he 
has little chance to spend much, even were ha 
so inclined, and it is doubtful if any other 
valets save as much as does the littla tn- 
vader,

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Toy Locomotives to 


Develop Jap Industries. 
. By JM. Pierce. 


HE first of a number of tiny locomo- 
tives designed and built in this coun- 
try especially for the Japanese will 


soon be on their way to the orient. . 


_ For some time past the Baldwin loco- 
motive works of Philadelphia have been 
turning out locomotives for use in Japan and 


on the railroads built forthe mikado’s armies | 


in Corea. These military engines have been 
forwarded by secret routes and all informa- 
tion concerning them has been refused since 
the company is under contract with the Jap- 
anese government to furnish the engines with 
due regard to the. fact that they are con- 
traband of war and Hable to figur¢ as ad- 
juncts to the Russian equipment ins 
the Japanese unless the greatest pre¢autions 
-are taken. 

With the liliputian locomotives, of which 
the first is now ready, however, ne such cau- 
tion fs necessary. ‘The tiny engines are not 
intended for use at the front, but solely 
for industrial purposes. To all appearances 
the tiny locomotives are peaceful looking 
enough. 


Weighs 2,500 Pounds. . 
As the one now completed stands in the 


’ ghops, almost lost to view in the shadow of 


monsters of American railroads, it suggests 
an infant in the presence of Titans. It is. 
so smal] that its weight is given in pounds 
instead of tons. The little engine scales 
2,500 pounds, which is about the weight of 
an automobile. If the engine gets in the 
sulks and refuses to budge the Japs can 


easily tow it out of the road. Itisa handy - 


little affair, easy running, easily managed, 


and exactly suited to the needs of a lilipu-. 


tian race like the Japs. 

There is just about room for one man in 
the tiny cab. Sitting on the solitary seat 
he can reach every part of the starting and 
stopping gear without getting up. If he be 
dexterous he can fire the engine without ris- 
ing also, for the fire box is within arm's 
reach. A canopy, open at the sides, covers 
both cab and engine, and the side plate al- 
most hides from view the diminutive driving 
wheels. ° 


~ 
Does Coolies’ Work. 

The little engine is intended for use on the 
narrow gauge railroads, of which there are 
many in Japan. In any other country the 
work that the little locomotive is to do would 
be done by horses, but these useful animals 
being scarce in the mikado’s realm, most of 
the transportation has been in the hands 
of the vast army of coolies employed in a 
carrying capacity by the Japanese. To fa- 
cilitate the operations of these coolies—y> 
Japanese have built hundreds of miles of 
narrow gauge railroads, and along these the 
merchandise and produce of the country have 


tead of 


been propelled, not by engines or even ani- 
mals, but by-hand pewer. mA 
The tiny raflroads being already built,. it 
was only necessary to provide locomotives 
to fit.them and this proposition was made to 
the Baldwin company—that they build a lo- 
comotive to fit the gauge of the coolle rall- 


roads, each lodomotive being large enough | 


and strong enough to do the work of two 
coolies. The little engine now.in readiness 
for work in Japan is the result of the de- 
signer’s ingenuity. It will probably be found 
to do the work, not of two coolies,; but of 
half a dozen at least, for it is a powerful lit- 
tle machine despite its smaliness. 

The baby locomotive will transform. the 
scene on Japanese plantations. The custom 


has been to load the tiny trucks with tea, 


rice, or whatever products the plantation 
produces, and then shoulder them along the 
narrow gauge rails. When a hill was reached 
the coolies put forth their utmost efforts, 
perspiringly pushed the train to the top, and 
then rode while it reached the bottom by 
the force of gravitation. After that they 
would leisurely shoulder it along again. It 
was slow work and trying to the coolies. 
The Japanese complain that the coolies catch 
cold and die easily from getting in a hot 
perspiration while.shoving the train to the 


top and then becoming chilled while the train 


runs down the other side. All things con- 
sidered, it is thought that the new engine 
will: prove more economical, as well as more 
useful than the coolle power. 


JUST ROOM ENOUGH FOR ONE. 


HowSweatshops’Owners 


Become Proprietors. 


HE evolution of the newly arrived for- 
eigner, from the man who begins to 
make his living in the land of the free 
by doing piecework tailoring at home 
to the proprietor of the sweat shop, 

presents an’ interesting example of what a 
man beginning with the smallest possible 
advantages and qualifications for success 


may do with hard work and unwearying ap-. 


plication. Generally the man who event- 


wally becomes the owner of this kind of a 


tailoring shop comes to this country unable 
to speak or read the English language, de- 
void of even such education as is considered 
necessary for a 12 year old American boy, 


and entirely ignorant of the business meth-. 


ods of this country. 

All that he has on which to base his hopes 
for success, however moderate, are the quali- 
ties of hard work, frugality, and the closest 
kind of economy. He does not know how 
or where goods of various kinds are bought 
and sold. He does not know under what 
system business is conducted, At first ‘he 
does not even know how to count the money 
that is paid in for the work done. He is 


densely ignorant. The people and manners. 


of the new country are at the start a mys- 
tery to him. But he gets into the business 
somehow. Perhaps he has been a tailor in 
the old country. Perhaps he has only a 
smattering of the trade and his own native 
ability to rely on. 


~ * 
Starts with Own People. 

As the “ sweat shop ”’ industry of this city 
is almost entirely in the hands of foreign- 
ers—preferably Russian Jews—it is not hard 
for the newcomer who goes into this kind 
of work to secure employment. He begins 
by taking piecework to do at home. If he 
is industrious, works eighteen hours of the 
twenty-four, and is skilled at the work, he 
may make a dollar a day at this kind of 
work. If he is lacking in any of these he 
will not make so much. At all events, what- 
ever he makes it is mever more than would 
be enough upon which the native born Ameri- 
can could eke out a decidedly precarious 
existence. 

Yet, somehow, the immigrant from the 
southern part of Burope has little trouble 
in not only living on this pay, but in saving 
the little money that is required as capital 
to the establishment of one of the sma li 
tailor shops that dot the west side. 


* 
_ Turns Home Into Factory. 

The secret of his start lies in the fact that 
he begins to do work at home. Renting only 
enough room to hold his family and the scant 
household goods that he may possess, he 
manages to include a sewing machine in the 
economy of his home without increasing the 

.living quarters. The machine he gets sec- 
ond hand, on the installment pian. It 
goes into one corner, and beside it is a table 
to hold the coats, trousers, or vests that 
may constitute the day’s work. 

Then the home is turned into a sweat 
shop and the whole family begins to do 
their share in making the number of 
pieces turned out each twenty-four hours 
mount up into the hundreds. All this is 


neither condycive to the health nor morals. 


of the family nor to the formation ef good 
citizens; but it is all part ef the sweat shop- 
per’s climb to ultimate success. The work 
is to be had for the asking at any sweat shop 


i 


and the returns for the whole family yield 
fair wages. 

Soon the man with the one machine begins 
to see that if he had a shop of greater ca- 
pacity and facilities he would be able to 
get more work and with more work would 
come more money. The next step is easy. 
Perhaps there is a basement in the house 
where he lives. If there is it is only a ques- 
tion of a few months when there will be 
three or four machines installed there and 


> the piece worker, already graduated into the 


ranks of the shop owners, will be seeking 
work of his own from the large commercial 
tailors and clothing manufacturers. In the 
right seasons this work is plentiful—in fact, 
there is at times a scarcity of shops. The 
prices are high enough so that the shop 
owner will make good profits. : 3 


« 
Workers’ Only Chance. 
With all the cry of the evil that sweat shops 
work with the morals and health of the per- 
s0ns therein employed it is positive that they 


are a decided help, if not an actual necessity, . 


to the economy of the crowded foreign quar- 
ters. Harmful undoubtedly they are, but— 
and this is the prime consideration with the 
majority of the mem, women, and children 
who work in them—they offer a chance of 
work to many people who would otherwise 
be unemployed; they give hundreds the op- 
portunity to makea living. 4 
The wages paid in them are small, to the 
point of penury, but the sweat shop proprie- 
tor who gets only 80 cents for finishing a 
dozen vests cam hardly be expected to do 
more than divide this amount with the man 
or woman who does the work. He takes the 
work at a low price or he would not get it at’ 
ail, and he must have it done at a@ low price 
Pir would not be able to continue in busi- 


Goes Into Larger Quarters. 

With the increase of trade, which comes as 
soon as he becomes known among the 
tailors of the city, 
three machine sweat shop in the base 
a flat building soon increases his eos ar 
business. After his business grows beyond 
the capacities of four machines the problem 
of getting a place where she can institute 
power machines arises and calis for an in- 
vestment of considerable more capital than 
was at first demanded. He must either se- 
cure space in a building where there is al- 
ready steam or have the necessary power in- 
stalled. This involves an outlay of several 
hundreds of dollars, but the sweatshop man 
has by this time saved enough out of the 
business to successfully make the venture. 

Maybe he goes into debt for his equipment. 
However, caution is one of the prime quali- 
ties of this class of men, and it is seldom 
that one is inconvenienced because of the 
nonpayment of debts. With the establish- 
ment of the business upon a larger scale the 
shop owner also acquires a horse and wagon. 
Where formerly he came downtown and took 
the work home on the street cars, he now 
sends his wagon @round to the various firms 
with whom he does business. The goods are 
brdught to the shop, and upon their com- 
pletion are returned by the delivery wagon. 
The cost of maintaining the horse and wagon 
is added thus to the operating expenses, but 
“the increased-work justifies the expenditure.

How Man 


Became 


Howard Macrean., 


AN may have begun in the scale of 
biped as a nuteater. Manifestly he 
was not carnivorous to a marked de- 
gree until he had made some progress 

: in invention.. Shell fish and mollusks 
may have pointed him the way to flesh eat- 
ing, but with some of the mollusks, such as 

the oyster, he had to improvise a means for 
opening the shell. 

But whatever the state of the first man as 
to dieting, it is certain that he was neither 
planter nor cultivator of artificial crops. 

Necessity led him to consider the artificial 

side of nature, and in the beginning of his 
gardening it seems certain that he began as- 
sisting nature in the development and ripen- 
ing of the wild plant life of plains and forests. 


The destruction of crowding weeds probably ' 


appealed to him first as the prime necessity 


of occasion. Thus the digging stick became 


the progenitor of the spade, the hoe, and the 
plow—the rst product at the hands of the 
first woodworker. 

No tribe has been known so low in the scale 
as not to recognize the necessity of the dig- 
ging stick. It was brought to the needful 
point by rubbing the end of the branch upon 
the rough surface ofastone. Hardening this 
point in the fire came afterward as one of the 
inevitable marks of progress. Indeed, this 
fire hardening thay have been the after dis- 
covery of the fact that a scorched branch 


could be ground more readily to a point than © 


could the green one.. 
How Spade Was Developed. 

In the primeval digging stick only the point 
was considered. No use of the foot in press- 
ing it into the ground was made. The user 
of it, whether in Africa, Australia, America, 


or in the lost archipelagoes of the south seas, 


took up the implement, assuming a crouch- 
ing attitude, and bored the sharp point into 
the earth, lifting.it with main force of back 
and hands. With the fire hardened stick the 
root crops of nature were dug and harvested. 
In the destroying of weeds with the stick the 
idea of cultivation came to this first.tiller of 
the soil—who, by the way, seems to have 
been the woman in all tribes. / 

Among the Mojaves of the American great 
west the woman wielded the digging stick. 
One of her first crops was the gourd, because 
of the necessity for preserving water. When 
the planting season had come, she and her 
kind of the settlement went forth, seeking 
the rich alluvial cranniés in the hills, and 
steeps, and cafions, where the sun mighs 
peep.in to warm and where the soft dews and 
rains might wet. Protected by the warriors 
stationed in the heights, they planted the 
seeds of the gourds where they might climb 
the rocks, and from which the fruits might 
hang to ripen. And with the planting all at- 
tention was done until the war party, with the 
gleaning women, went again in the autumn 
to the gourd harvest. 


Evolution of the Plow. © 

Livingstone discovered that the women of 
Portuguese Africa had made a marked move 
toward the evolution of the plow. The im- 
plement was a double handled hoe, made by 
cutting a tree trunk in a manner leaving a 
branch pointing right and ‘eft from its cen- 
ter. Into this trunk portion the wooden 
blade of the hoe was set and the implement 
was moved back and forth with a dragging 
motion. The literal survival of this hoe is 


seen today in any Chicago street where lev- _ 


eling macadam is done, only that the wood- 


en blade becomes the steel rake, with a man ° 


at each handle pulling and hauling, back 
and forth, with the regularity of a penduium. 

It was man’s first great step into the future 
of inventions when he harnessed the wild 
oxen to his blunt plow, made from a tree 
trunk, and began to stir the ground with a 
view to maintaining himself and his family 
by tilling the soil. He was the prophet of 
the riding plow ‘of the present, of the giant 
grain header of the western wheat fields, of 
the corn planter, the harrow, the self-binder, 
and thewmowing machine, 


* 
Finds Need for Fences. 


But with the settled habitation and the 
abandonment of the chase as the chief means 


. Of life, the primeval mcn discovered the need 


of fences. Wild quadrupeds came and tram- 
pled his crops: The family of small gnawers 
grew fat upon higripening grains. The birds 
of the air feasted upon his labors. But it 
was egainst the quadrupeds that this first 
man built his fences, frequently with more 
labor than was expended upon his crops prop- 
er. The digging stick was of double utility 
in all this, especially among those peoples 
who tilled the upland plains. 

The first thrashing machine wae a forked 
stick, whipping the straw of the grains and 
using the force of the wind in cleaning chaff 
from the corn. Looped vines and woven 
fibers used for tree climbing were harvesting 
implements as necessary as was the flail. 


Driving oxen and asses the heaped 
straw of the thrashing floor was one of the 
early means of separating grain from the 
straw. In Palestine the mowrej, drawn by 
a pair of oxen; not only shelled the grain, but 
ground the straw into chaff. A writer has 
described the process of thrashing by this 


implement: 
“ Bits of rough lava are fastened into the 


bottom of the mowrej and the driver sits or 
stands upon it. The floor is simple. A cir- 
cular space, tMirty to fifty feet in diameter, 
is made level and the ground smoothed off 
and beaten solid. The entire harvest is 
brought and there thrashed and wihnowed, 
the different products being carried to their 
respective places. The Egyptian mowrej 
has rollers which revolve on the grain. In 
the pleins of Hamath I saw this machine 
much improved by having circular saws at- 
tached to/Athe rollers. On some floors at 
Yebna there was no machine of any kind, 
but boys rode or drove horses, donkeys, or 
oxen round and round upon the grain. No 
one continued long in the same direction, 
but changed every few minutes to keep the 
animals from being dizzy. The grain as it 
is thrashed is heaped up in the center of the 
floor, and when the wind blows the mixture 
is thrown up with the shovel and fork to 
have the durt and chaff and straw blown 
away.” 


Learns Boating Is Easy. 

But if it was the wood of plant life that di- 
rected man to the making of tools for the fur- 
ther cultivation of plant life that wood in 
‘connection with bodies of water taught him 
the easiest form of transportation. 

It was well enough that several thousand 
years after the first fire hollowed canoe man 
discovered that wood substance was heavier 
than water and sank like stone. For the 
primeval man to have known that wood kept 
afloat only because of the air cells within it 
and that the filling of these cells with water 
would send it to the bottom might have de- 
layed navigation several hundred years. 

It may be new today to the layman in many 
walks of life that pine wood fiber is quite 
as heavy as is the ironlike ebony, only that 
in the pine the presence of air cells makes 
it feathery in comparison, and when once the 
air is forced from the lightest of white pine 
the wood substance settles to the bottom of 
water because of the wood’s greater specific 
gravity. From wooden tools of the field to 
wooden rafts and boats for transportation 
was easy. 


* 
Gets Granary from Animals. 
Then for storage, wood again became the 
substance in chief use for the building of 
the granary. Not alone the ant taught men 
to store his food; the gnawers that preyed 


upon his harvests carried his grain to their 


holes in the trees, in the ground, and in the 
rocks. When man began to build his gran- 
ary, however, he still had to fence against 
these small marauders. One of the oldest 
of his makeshifts against the rats and the 
squirrels was to put the granary upon tall 
posts and encircle the posts with wooden 
disks over which the little animals could 
not crawl or climib. Today in the ordinary 
kitchen the table is built with projecting 
top, making it mouse proof on the same 
principle. 
In the beginning the wood for all pur- 
available for man was the dry, fallen 
timber that broke easily, or it waa the sap- 
ling that could be broken and afterward 
twisted off. As man worked in woods, how- 
ever, his proficiency increased. He learned 
to saw away at the tree till it fell or to 
keep the fire at its root till it was eaten 
off. The fire that ate off the tree trunk 
naturally would hollow the trunk into a skiff. 
From these rudest of makeshifts in wood 
working the progress of primitive man in 
ornamentation of these products of his skil) 


is shown clearly in the South Sea islands. 


Up Decorative Work. 
ee prettiest woodwork is done by the 
South Sea islanders upon their clubs, paddies, 
and ceremonial adzes,”’ saysawriter. “To 


. dig up a tree of the proper size, cut it off, 


dress it down, and prepare it for the carver 
was the work of the digging stick, the adze, 
the scraper, and the sharp grained rubbing 
stone. As soon as the wood was sufficiently 
seasoned it was further hardened and dried 
by means of fire. The surface was heated 
enough to destroy the grain of the wood. 
The engraver then with a shark's tooth 
etched upon the surface a lacework of 
geometric patterns, varied now and then with 
a bit of true sculpture. 

“ The Panamint Indians of California make 
their bows from the desert juniper. The 
Indian prefers a plece of wood from the 
trunk or limb of a tree that has died and 
seasoned while standing. At low altitudes in 


these desert mountains moist rot of dead

-eomplaint among the storekeepers of this 
type is that the great part of the business is 
in the hands of the department stores, there 
ie still a field in it for the man who makes 
ie repair arid “odd department the 
main lasue in his enterprise. 

A hardware dealer of the west side, in 
@aking of the business, said: “ If the man 
ii this line today was to depend upon his or- 
Gmery sales for sustenance his business 
Would starve. The selling of hardware of 
a kinds is now largely in the hands of the 
big department stores and the easy payment 
houses. For instance, in the matter of stoves. 
A few years ago one of the principal sources 
ef income for the hardware man was in the 
tle of these. Hach fal] he could surely-de- 
pend upon selling enough stoves at a fair 
proat to make the fall trade a big thing to 
ook forward to. Now he doesn’t bother even 
@ keep hie stock up, for he knows that he 
Won't sell stoves enough each year to pay 
Ais light bills on. | 


Hurt by Credit Houses. 

“The stove business, besides the inroads 
that furnaces and individual heating plants 
Rave made into it, has been spoiled for the 
Small dealer by the installment house peo- 
Pie. Folks don’t buy a stove more than 
ones or twice in a lifetime, and one of those 
timés is sure to be when they. are first mar- 
fea and beginning to keep house.

One store situated on a prominent south 
side thoroughfare does a business that re- 
quires the constant services of two clerks 
besides the proprietor. This is.a small store, 
and its owner began several years ago with 
only himself to care for the store and the 
outside work combined. The sales ina hard- 
ware store do not run up in numbers as they 
do in a grocery or a meat market,-but the 
percentage of profit is considerably higher. 
The stock to begin with will cost considera- 
bly more, and before a trade is worked up 
that will yield substantial returns a loca- 
tion in one particular place must be main- 
tained for several years. Trade comes siow- 
er to the man in this line than in many others. 


Summer Better Season. 

There may be said to be two seasons to this 
business. One is when the people of a city 
are preparing for the summer, with screens, 
ice boxes, etc. The other is when prepara- 
tions are being made for the winter. How- 
ever, all through the summer his business Is 
better than in the winter, for with building 
operations the call for nails, tin, and other in- 
cidentals creates a volume of business that 
yields greater results than the winter de- 
mand. Also in the summer there is a greater 
call for the tinfitter. Most hardware men 
do this kind of work. There is a good profit 
in it, and many of the larger stores employ 
two or three men and take contracts for 
fitting large buildings from roof to cellar. 

With the advent of cold weather comes the 
overhauling of stoves and furnaces. Fre- 
quently there are repairs to be made and new 
parts to be fitted. There gre stoves to be 
‘set up, pipe to be cut and (fitted, and chim- 
neys to.be prepared for thé winter’s smoke. 
In all of these operations work of the 
hardware man enters to a considerable ex- 
tent. For these things people seldom go 
down town. It is much more convenient to 
call in the nearby dealer and have him meas- 
ure a room to ascertain the amount of pipe 
to be used before the same is bought. He is 
kept busy in this season, but the work is not 


so profitable as the building lines of the 


business. 
Needs to Be a Handy Man. 

To be able to do this kind of work to the 
satisfaction of one’s patrons ft is necessary 
that one is apt at performing the difficult 
little jobs Incident to the fitting of a stove 
pipe and the proper equipping of a furnace. 
The average man engaged in the annual 
custom of establishing the household stove 
for the winter is more apt to invent new 
and wonderful examples of profanity than 
to complete the work satisfactorily. How- 
ever, the man who makes a specialty of this 
kind of work comes to the house, tackles the 
tangle of stove and pipe cheerfully and fin- 
ishes the work with a smoothness and ex- 
pedition that is exasperating to the layman 
who has struggled with the same articles in 
vain. 


This necessitates that the hardware re: . 
pairs man be one of the handy ones of the 


earth. He must be able to handle all kinds 
of light tools well, and, above ali, he must 
know the trade of the tinsmith before he 
can hope to make a success in his business. 
The capital he will need to get a start need 
not exceed a few hundred dollars, as he can . 
begin on a small scale, depending upon the 
outside work he. gets for his living, and 
gradually work up trade and adding to his 
stock at the same time. However, there is 
apparently little opening for new men in 
this business compared to many other Iines.

Some of the greatest libraries in the 
world have swinging doors for eighteen hours 
a day. ~Three days in the week the doors of 
a great art gallery and of a great museum 
are open to him without price. For months 
through the fall, winter, and spring night 
classes in the public schools are free to 
him. Night after night in the sdme school 
buildings there are lectures free, touching 
upon almost every subject appealing to the 
technical professional worker. There 
are the pa for his free outings and the zo- 
ological gardens on the north side that fur- 
nish recreation and studies. And always on 
all sides in one of the most cosmopolitan 
cities in the world, this young man in search 
of opportunity finds in the cosmopolitanism 
of the city one of the most liberal of educa- 
tions. é 

“If you were a young man of ambition, 
without knowledge of city ways, and suddenly 
were to be landed in Chicago without a penny, 
what would you do?” was asked of Supt. 
Ernest Bicknell of the Chicago bureau of 
associated charities.

coffee. The beds are clean and the lodger’s 


clothes are cleaner when he comes out than 
when he went in. AIL told, too, if the fellow 
be of the right sort, he has received encour- 
agement rather than discouragement from 
accepting the city’s charity. ; 

‘Ordinarily the municipal lodging house 
at 10 North Green street stops short of the 
hotel business on the free basis. When a 
lodger attempts to stay more than the av- 
erage one or two nights he has to show 
cause in arithmetical progression. Yet I can 
imagine a young man who fs earnestly seek- 
ing. work to the best advantage receiving 
many encouragements from the manage~- 
ment of the lodgings. . : 

Work Found for Him. 


_ “In a general way the applicant for even 


a night’s lodging has to give an: ccount of 
himself that will bear inspection. He must 
appear for bed not later than 10 o'clock at 
night and he must rise not later than 6 
o’clock in the morning. He must take a bath 
before retiring, get into. a clean nightgown, 
and ‘leave his clothing for fumigation. In 
the morning an effort will be made to find 
work for him, and if it is found and he does 
not accept it or show excellent cause for 
not doing so he may be arrested for va-

‘How Stenographers May 
Become Court Reporters 


By James L. McHugh. 


the stenographer who has worked for 

* yeare without rising to any position of 
worth or earning anything but decid- 

edly moderate pay there is a chance to 
secure work with better remuneration 
attached by learning the work of the court 
reporter. While the average pay of the com- 
mercial stenographer may be put at §60 a 
month, that of the court reporter can safely 
be said to reach double that amount. His 
work is harder, the requirements greater 
than those of the man in commercial work, 
but His hours are considerably shorter. The 
pay is generally so much better that the low- 
est grades of this kind of work pay just as 
well as, if not better than, the highest grades 


the others. 


The great majority of the men and women 
doing work in the courts today are those 
who were once engaged in commercial work 
ané have graduated into the higher ranks. 
It is necessary that the court stenographer 
be a great deal more skilled than the one 

who takes ordinary dictation. The business 
man’s stenographer may stop him and ask 
him to repeat certain words if the dictation 
comes too fast for satisfactory transcribing. 
In court work this Is ‘impossible. The re- 
porter must follow the Words of attorneys, 
witnesses, and judge with never a slip, for 
the machinery of justice does not stop on 
account of delinquent reporters.

It is customary for the stenographer who 
determines to follow this kind of work to 
supplement a term of instruction at a com- 
mercial stenographic school with one at a 
place where a specialty is made of perfecting 
court stenographers.

ANE COUNTY, ILL., has taken the 
lead in utilizing electricity as a power 


for farms... The current that is used - 


by the electric railroad lines is being 
switched to the farms through which 
the roads run for the purpose of running feed 
choppers, pumping water, sawing wood, 
operating creameries, and for many other 


purposes. 
During the first part of the present year a 
number of experiments were mii‘e by pro- 
gressive farmers whose ignd is worth from 
$100 to $125 an acre. The best parts of the 
county of Kane are reached by the third 
rai] electric systems, and it has been the 
current that has been generated by one or 
the other of these extensive lines that has 
furnished the power for some severe tests. 


* 
Reduces Cost 50 Per Cent. 
During the first six months of 1904 George 
P. Lord by the use of an electric motor in- 
stalled on his farm thrashed corn, cut feed, 


utilized to do the same amount of work. 
Kane county is the first community of 
farmers and dairymen in this country to 
make an extensive practical use of electricity 
on the farm, and it is claimed the power 
will be made use of to plow the flelds and 
to cultivate crops.

Expressmen Get to Be 


Storage House Owner 


Ss. 


By M. R. Sherman. 


sHE expressmen of the downtown dis- 
trict are constantly decreasing in 
numbers. A few years ago it was 
possible to find a string of wagons 
lined up along one side of any street 
in the wholesalé or retail districts. Now 
there are only one or two places downtown 
which might be designated as “ expressmen’s 
stands.” Where a few years ago the ma- 
jority of the smaller downtown firms de- 
pended solely upon the expressman with one 
Wagon to do their teaming, now the firm 
which has not a contract with a large team- 
ing firm is the exception. 
The decrease in the number of individual 
expressmen does not mean that there has 
been a decrease in teaming nor wagons, but 
that the business has been consolidated, a 
few teaming firms have grown to great pro- 
portions, and the small hauler has been su- 
perseded. The stern march of necessity de- 
‘creed that it was to be so. The demands 
upon the teaming industry grew with the 
increase of business and the congestion of 
the downtown streets. 


Loses Downtown Business. _ 

The man with but one or two wagons could 
not, because of his equipment, satisfactorily 
perform all kinds of teaming. When it be-~ 
came necessary to move anything of great 
weight or size the small wagon was deficient 
and it became necegsary to call In the team- 
ing company with the equipment sultable to 
moving anything and everything, from the 
small mercantile package to the fifty ton 
boiler or dynamo. When a firm had a large 
quantity of goods which must be at a depot 
at a certain time to catch a train that would 
insure its proper delivery the smal! express- 
man frequently “fell down,"’ not having 
wagons enough to haul the stuff in the re- 
quired time. 

Thus, in moments of emergency, the large 
team owner was called tn and eventually he 


tract for caring for all of the firm's hauling. 
Besides, he was able to do the work cheaper. 
Then more firms increased their own deliv- 
ery facilities, the express companies that 
make a specialty of package delivery grew 
in number and increased their wagons dt the 
same time. In the face of such competition 
the small expressman was forced out of busi- 
ness downtown. 


Many Start Coal Yards, 

But many of these men did not go out of 
the business. There is a line of the work 
that can be followed without entering into 
direct competition with downtown firms. 
The small expressman formerly with the 
small downtown stand made money while he 
was at it. He kept busy, and his charges 
were higher than for the same work today. 
Many of them saved money, and when they 
saw the competition downtown was getting 
‘too strong for them they moved their fields 
of enterprise to the outlying districts. There 


is not enough work of expressing there to 


make the venture a profitable one if there is 
- mo side line. 

But there are a number of enterprises 
which may be worked up in conjunction with 
the teaming business. The expigssman with 
a team and wagon naturally finds it easy to 
get irito the business of delivering coal and 
wood to the people fn his vicinity. His next 
move is to establish a coal and wood yard. 
This is where the majority cf fhe expressmen 
who have staid in the business are today. 
The beginning of such a business requires 
littie capital after the ownership of a wagon 
and team is acquired. Little coal or wood 
is kept in stock. When an order is taken 
the merchant sends his wagon to the large 
yards, gets the goods, makes the delivery, 
and receives his pay. There is no moncy in-

Start Storage Warehouses.” 

But there is one line where the one time 
expressman is frequently found now and 
‘where there have been competences and even 
fortunes made of recent years.

All that ts essential is a 
building, fireproof in construction, with the 
floor strength to sustain all the goods that 
may be piled on it. The rent for thie class 
of buildings is much lower than for a store 
or for that matter for any building with 
specia] requirements. 

One expressman who went into this busi- 
ness on the northwest side began by storing 
goods in a loft over his barn. He had room 
enough. there for the making of efght storage 
rooms, each capable of holding the furnitur. 
from a six room flat... In the beginning he 
merely stored such goods as were left in his 
care by persons for whom he done moving.

Business Grows Gradually. 

As all such patronage turned away was a 
cirect loss of good money, th.s man resolved 
to increase his rocm. He rente4 an old barn 
on a street cdjacent to one uf the thor. agh- 
fares of the west side. He prac*hally re- 
built it and fitted it so that it passed muster 
as a minor class warehouse. He added the 
storage line as a permanent iseue tn his busi- 
ress and began to do business. A year ago 
he added another place similar to the first. 
‘And he manages to keep both warehouses 
fairly well filled.

He has saved, or possibly in- 
herited, considerable money in the old coun- 
try, and, the steerage rates being what they 
are, he comes to this country with the idea 
of trebling it In a short time and going back, 
a bloated plutocrat, to the land of good 
macaroni.

HE oldest, stanchest, most reliable lighthouse 
keeper in the United States is a woman, A 
little, fragile, pretty maid of more than 80 
years has broken the_records of all Nghthouse 
keepers in this couhtry in length of service, in 
age, and, above all, in the fact that her light 
never failed, never went out between the hours 

of sunset and sunrise during the forty-three 

years that she has tended it. 

In the winter of 1860-'61 little Miss Harriet E. Colfax, a 
cousin of Vice President Schuyler Coifax, was a teacher in 
the little town of Michigan City, Ind. Her health had failed; 
she was frail of body and active of mind, and close confine- 
ment and hard work had worn her health away. Self-reliant, 
independent, she sought a position that would be not too 
laborious, that would permit her to spend much time out- 


doors. 
Her cousin, Schuyler Colfax, suggested the lighthouse | 


of the little port in which she lived as a field for activities. 
She assumed control of the lighthouse and the old harbor 
beacon in the spring of 1861, Since the first day of her stew- 
ardship the gréat gleam of the harbor light has never failed 
to blaze across the waters at sunset, and never while the old 
beacon at the entrance of the harbor stood has she failed to 
flash ite yellow radiance across the water before dark. At 


-eventide each day during the navigation season for forty- 


three years she has set In place the blazing guide of two gen- 
erations of mariners; at midnight every night for forty-three 
years she has replaced the waning lamp with a fresh one; 
and at dawn for forty-three years she has quenched the bea- 


eon, and crept silently to her lonesome bed, happy in the 


sense of duty done, sure that the voiceless message of her 
unfailing light had earried courage and brought safety to 
many a ship and small boat tossed on the rough waters of 
Lake Michigan.

Does Duty Through Iliness and Storms. 
There were times when she was ill. There were nights 
when the groaning, wind driven seas lashed over the long 
pier that led to the harbor beacon. But she never failed. 
Drenched with icy spray, almost blown from the slippery 
footing, groping her way from the lighthouse to the beacon, 
across the wind swept sand dunes, floundering, tired with the 


> Durden of her big lamp, chilled with the blasts of belated 


spring or early winter, she never failed to keep the beacon 
bright and constant, never permitted the terrors of the storm 
cr the fears of her womanly heart to deter her for a moment. 

“Little Miss Colfax’s light." 

That's what the lake navigators have called the harbor 
light at Michigan City for forty years, and so it will 
De Known, perhaps, for forty years to come. For it was the 
most certain of them all. The old town set its clocks by 
“ Miss Colfax's light"; the people of Michigan City rose by 
it, and to this day the gleam of the sunset light in the old 
house by the margin of Lake Michigan is as true to the 
moment of sunset as the clock and the calendar. 

And the dear little, smiling, gentle, courageous lighthouse 
keeper is so old! Past 80! 

She was seen at sunset the other evening trimming the 
great lamp in the tower above her lakeside home. She clipped 
the wicks and tried the burner, looked at her watch, and 
struck a match. 

“It is time,” she said, lighting the lamp and smiling a 
happy smile. In an instant the tiny, glass covered cage was 
flooded with the flerce glare. 


Still Loves Her Work. 

“I am stil} able to do the work, you see,” she said in her 
thin, sweetly quavering voice, “I have a helper to carry 
up the lamps, but always trim and light them myself. In 
forty-three years none but me has done it. I love the lamps, 
the old lighthouse, and the work. They are the habit, - the

ord, The harbor light is in a glass cupola on the apex of the 


old house in which she lives, so that she can attend to her 
work in all kinds of weather without going outdoors. It wae 


different in the days when the old beacon stood at the end 


of the government pier, half a mile from her house, and ac- 
cessible only by a narrow walk, with a single rail to hold by. 

It was a stormy night towards the end of 1886 that Miss 
Colfax made her last trip to the beacon light. With her pafi 
of heated oil m one hand and her lantern in the other she 
sallied forth into one of the most tumultuous storms that 
éver raged along that coast of Lake Michigan. The sleet 
stung her face, the furious wind drove the spray of the seas 
and the sand of the dunes pelting against her, and the dark- 
ness of the tenipest fell so suddenly that she could hardly find 
the wave washed end of the pier. But she gained it, grasped 
the handrail, and, with head bent, struggled forward to the 
beacon tower. 


Fights Way Through Storm. 


The waves dashed over and smote against the piling and 
woodwork of the pier till the timbers groaned and the frail 
woman could scafeely keep her footing. She fought her way 
along, gained the stairway, and in the shelter of the tower 
top filed the great lamp and lighted it. Then she came down, 
drenched to the skin, chilled. to the bone, and, for the firat 
time, scared almost to fainting. The tornado had increased 
in fury, the slender stairway quaked beneath her, the tower 
wavered, and the noise of the wind and water was like the 
rending of a thousand great sails. She had hardly gained the

Embroidery of Vestments 


Difficult for Workers, 


N two mornings of every week, In a certain little 
upper flat in Chicago, into all four sides of which 
the light pours in quantities that would make it 
the delight of somebody in search of the sun cure, 
there may be found a half dozen or more young 


Mees cirls working over huge embroidery frames of the 


picturesque size and shape used in what is known as medieval 


embroidery. It is the home of Mrs. P. C. Rogers, who is 
the high priestess of ecclesiastical.embroidery in Chicago, 
and who for eight years has designed and executed perhaps 
the greater part of the elaborate vestments worn in Anglican 
churches not only in Chicago but fn a large part of the west. 

“This is a great field for ecclesiastical embroidery,” said 
Mrs. Rogers. ‘“ My work began as a labor of love, but about 
eight years ago it reached such proportions tl.at it turned in 
spite of itself into a business vocation. 
‘are not understood by many of the women in church socie- 
ties to whom it falls, and then the execution of the work 
itself has to be of the most accurate and uniform descrip- 
tion. For this reason I have the workers that I keep busy 
all the time come together twice a week for instruction, 

** Before I first took them it was necessary that they 


‘ should have learned to work entirely on the large frames, 


These are clamped to the table, the embroideress handling the 
needle by transferring it from one hand to the other from 
either side of the frame. 
are trained to work in this way, which is necessary, as the 
work must be absolutely flat—the next step being to do what 
might be called ‘ sizing’ it. . 

‘Next it goes to the ‘padder,’ who ts kept busy all the time. 
Before this the work has to be carefully cut and basted, and 
before any plece-is given out the whole garment is designed 
down to the minutest stitch and detail. Even the ring mark- 
ing the spot into which each jewel is to be fitted is accu- 
rately drawn. All the color detail is carefuly worked out, the 
silk selected for fringes and guimps, which have to be made 
to order—even the shape and design of a tassel, for instance, 
being specified down to the number of threads of one color in 
each section. Many times to get certain shades and fabrics 
an order must be placed abroad. | 

“Not a small part of the vestment maker's work is an- 


swering the mail which comes to her from churches and altar . 


committees in all parts of the country, who write to her te 
be set right upon some point, or for information about the 
vestments. As my work is still in one sense a labor of love, 
I never let one of these leters go unanswered. Another thing 
which takes two afternoons out of the week, and in which a 
worker in this field might easily spend all her time, is teach- 
ing classes in churches in Chicago, many of which are mak- 
ing an effort to learn the work properly. 7 

“What has grown into a life work I really learned first 
as an old fashioned accomplishment.. The desire of my
